Secondly  it  is  obferued,  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  treatic, 
and  by  reafbnof  the  fame  Popifh  fa&ion,  haue  exceedingly  incrcafed 
in  this  Real  me,  both  in  multitude  and  boldncfle. 

And  whereas  they  hauebcene  divided  heretofore  amongft  them- 
fclucs  into  the  part  of  the  Icfuites  depending  vpon  Spatne  y  and  the  fe- 
eular  Pried s  ocherwife,  They  are  generally  now  ftrongly  vnited  toge¬ 
ther  depending  no  Idle  vpon  Spitnc  for  temperall  refpeds,  then  vpon 
Romeio r  fpirituall. 

And  confideringthehoufeof  Auftria  hath  beenc  alwayes  a  ca¬ 
pital!  enemy  to  our  Religion  to  iriereafe  their  owne  greatnefie ,  by  cx- 
tiipiting  the  proteflant  party  in  all  places  where  they  can  prevaile.  It 
cannot  but  be  of  moft  dangerous  confequence,  to  the  fafety  of  the 
King,  and  theRealme  vnleffe  remedy  be  prouided  with  fpeede,  for  the 
abating  of  that  party  here  at  home,  whichcannot  be  during  thetime 
that  thefe  Treattfe  arc  on  foote. 

Thirdly,  it  is  obferued,  that  by  aduatitagc  of  thefe  Treaties  ,  and 
thereby  keeping  of  hisMaicfty  in  hope  of  agenerail  peace,  they  haue 
contrarily  vnder  the  pretence  of  affifting  the  Emperour,  oppreffed  the 
Proteftants  party  in  moft  parts  of  Chriftcndome,  being  the  ancient 
Alies  and  confederates  of  this  Crowne,  to  the  endangering  not  oncly  of 
the  whole  State  of  the  reformed  Religion  ,  but  alfo  of  the  Common 
fafety  of  all  the  profeffors  of  the  &me. 

Fourthly ,  during  the  time  of  thefe  Treaties  of  loae  with  his  Ma- 
iefty,  they  haue  with  all  kind  of  hoftility ,  fet  vpon  his  Maieftics  fonne 
in  Law ,  the  husband  of  his  onely  and  moft  Royall  Daughter, inuade- 
ing  his  T ownes  and  T crritorics  in  all  places ,  and  infine  disinherited 
him  with  all  that  Royall  OfF-fpring  of  all  his  ancient  Patrimonial! 
Honors  and  Pofltffions,  to  the  great  difhonor  of  his  Maiefty,  and 
extresmegnefeof  all  his  well  affe&ed  Sublets.  And  now  alfo  at  the 
laft,  when  they  fhould  come  to  make  good  the  hope  of  reftitution 
they  haue  layd  new  grounds  for  endlcffc  delayes,  and  turned  pretended 
difficulties  into  apparant  impoffibilitics,  not  forbearing  alfo  now  to 
annexe  as  a  Condition  to  the  weake  hope  of  their  vneertaine  and  im* 
perfc$  refolutions.  That  the  eldcft  ionne  of  the  Count  Pallatine, 
fhould  be  brought  vp  in  the  Emperours  Court :  fo  reftlefle  are  their 
dcfircs  to  workc  the  ouerthrow  of  Religion  by  all  poffible  de¬ 
vices*

Laftiy,  itis  apparant  how  manifoldly  from  time  to  time  they, 
forne  deluded  and  abufed  his  Maielly  with  their  Treaties ,  how  froali 
relpect  they  haue  fhewed  to  the  Prince  hisGreatncflc  and  worth, what 
endigmties  they  haue  offered  againe  and  againe,  to  his  highneffe,  by 
importuning  him  vpon  all  aduantages  to  forfakc  his  Religion,  contrary 
to  the  ctiftome  of  all  Princes,  and  contrary  to  the  ancient  Lavvcs  oV 
i,°n°r  ’  an“  Hofpita!ity,who  ought  to  hauebecne  vfed  therewith- 
2I1  Princely  frecdomc ,  and  prefled  to  nothing  vino  which  he  was  in- 
difpoled,  confidcring  with  what  confidence  fbeingfo  great  a  Prince) 
be  had  puthimfelfc  within  their  power,  although  it  pleafed  God  to 
juidcand  fortefic  fo  his  Princely  heart ,  that  he  conflantly  withftood 
11  their  attempts ,  andftratagems,tohisowne  immortall  honor,  and 
o  the  vnipcakcable comfort  of  the  good  people  of  his  Fathers  King- 
lome;  Wherevntomay  be  added  their  infinite  aduantagiou(heflfe3  and 
ndleffe  delayes  ituheir  Treaties#  And  finally  what  dishonor  they 
auc  obtruded  vp^n  our  Nation  and  Religion  in  inviting  ftill  to  new 
rcaties,and  turning  al  to  the  aduantage  or  their  ownc  particulcr  ends, 
cing  true  to  nothing  but  their  owne  grounded  Maximes^with  which 
either  the  Match  nor  the  refiitutionof  the  Pallatinate  canpofiibly 
Hifift ,  but  vppon  fuch  ternaes  as  threaten  to  our  State  9  an  incurable  > 
liichiefc.

ORATION 


OR  SPEECH  OF 


THE  RIGHT  AND  LAWFVLNES 

•of  the  Netherlandifh  Warres  againft  Phillip 
King  of  Spaine  •  Vnto  the  moft  Mighty 


and  Illuflrious  Princes  of 
Cbrifttndmt. 


Dr'wces  of  Chrifltndtme : 

Reat  and  Mighty  are  the  Kingdoms  in  your  poflef. 
fion,  which  extend  far  and  wide,  throughout  all 
the  world :  but  much  more  great,  and  farre  more 
excellent  are  the  vertues  and  knowledge, by  which 
you  hold,  prelerue  and  governe  the  famerigh- 
teoufly,  even  to  the  vttermoft  extent  of  felicity. 

In  the  meane  time  let  me  now  intreat  you ,  o 
mo fl  peaceful  Princes, that  you  will  hcare  me  with 


a  friendly  and  well-aflfetfted  minde,  the  fcquell  hereof, and  fundamen¬ 
tally  will  underftand  wherefore  the  Spaniards  doe  moft  falfcly  ac- 
culevs;  That  this  peace  was  violated  and  broken  byvs:  which  accu- 
fation  I  hold  to  be  very  grievous. 

_  Among  other  Conditions,  Lawes,  and  Contrails  of  this  peace, 
this  was  one  of  the  chieteftand  weightieft  :  That  ‘Den  John  fhould 
not  admit  any  Spaniard  or  ftranger ,  nor  any  of  them ;  by  whole 
counfell  andadvife  it  was  evidently  knownc ,  that  the  Provinces  were 
brought  into  that  extreme  Ipoylc,  into  the  Councefi.- And  contra-

riljr , , hee  coiled. and  fent  for  thermo  him  y  kept  them  in  his  Court, 
and  in  his moftfccret  chambers;  That  Bajtifla  Taxis  3  a  nioft  nota¬ 
ble  Spie > and  enemy  of  ©ur  common  affaires,  who  a  little  before 
had  beene  Secretary  vnto  Duke  ^  >^/W,who  was  not  onely  adioyned 
to  his  priuy  Counfell,  but  alfo  was  made  and  fetoucr  the  m.  Befidcs 
him  one  Oftauius  Gonz*ago%n  Italian ,  as  alfo  hcc  tooke  vnto  him  one 
Efcouedo  >  a  crafty  SpaniftvFox ,  vntowhopi  hee  adioyned  ccrtainc 
Netherlander*.  But  what  Netherlander s  I  pray  you  ?  Thofe  who 
partly  had  beenc  the  ftirrers  vp  and  fauourers  of  fo  many  miferies; 
who  were  both  hated  oftheirnatiuc  Countrey,  and  of  all  good  men; 
vise**  Barlemonty  AieganyHterge>  Flojon ,  Ilautepenny,  jijfonuillci  and 
other  plagues  of  their  Countrcy ,  who  hauing  ordained  the  Law  of 
Leutulus ,  Catalsne  and  Cafius  ,cftablifhcd  the  fame  with  their  coun¬ 
sels  &  deed SyVtzjf  That  all  thofe  that  by  preferring  the  Common  ealth 
would  be  preferued>Jhould  be  declared  for  enemies . 
r  Bythiscounfellandaduice,  the  Spaniards  prc{cnt]y,cucn  at  thebe- 
ginning  ofthispeace,fhould  hauefurprized  the  Townc  of  Gent ,  if 
the  good  and  profitable  counfcll ,  and  alfo  the  valiant  deeds  of  the 
States  9  had  not  bindred  the  fame;  For  dm  John  himfelfe  could  not 
refraine  nor  keep  in  his  hatred  and  enmity  any  longer ,  w  hich  he  bore 
to  the  Netherlander /,  but  had  quickly  forgot  that  facrcd  oath,  which 
hchad  fwornc.vponthcEuangelifts ,  before  the  Bifhop  of  Shertogen - 
lubfeht  and  the  Popes  Nnnctuspi  fpirituali  Embafladour. 

He  had  promised  and  fworn ;  that  hee  would  deale  with  all  the 
fbuldicrsmthc<AferiEvr/^</j*,who  were  1 5000 ,  about  their  Arreara¬ 
ges,  to  the  end,  that  they  thereupon  might  bee  difeharged  3  like  as  10 
the  agreement  of  the  peace  had  becne  concluded.  And  contrarily 
thereunto,  he  promifed  the  Souldicrs/m  the  Kings  bchalfe  .  anew ,  to 
haue  greater  meanes,honours,  offices  and  rewards:  and  held  a  moft 
mifchieuouscounlcl  with  Fronfberghen  and  Focker ,  Collonclsof  the 
German  fouldiers  5  part  of  whofe  wicked  counfel]  hcc  effefled ,  and 
the  reft  being  hindred  by  the  States  he  could  not  effeft. 

Rut  yet  to  the  end,t  hat  you  may  fee  and  know  the  ground  of  this 
Bufinefte ,  I  will  in  few  words  declare  vnto  you  how  the  matter  fell 
out :  For  vnder  thefe  two  conditions  or  ccuenants ,  viz,,  in  main- 
tainingof  the  Romifb  Religion;  and  in  ycclding  law  full  obedience 
to  the  King,  did  the  whole  Treatie  oCthc  peace  confttt.

And  when  the  States  which  had  fworne  hereunto  with  an  high 
Oath,  then  were  they  prelently  admitted  ,  thatthofe  affaires  concer¬ 
ning  the  Land ,  which  prelently  in  the  beginning  of  the  treatic  of 
peace  were  begunne ,  but  couli  not  be  concluded  vpon ,  that  they 
Humid  be  dilpatched  and  colluded  in  the  next  alfembly  of  the 
States. 

But  yet  Don  lohn ,  whole  affeffion  burned  with  a  luft  and  long¬ 
ing  defire,  by  fome  fccret  and  concealed  ptaftice  to  breake  the  peace, 
and  to  begin  the  warre  againe,  calling  all  thefe  conditions  and  promi¬ 
les  at  his  bceles,  made  a  way  for  thole  complaints  which  Thill  tp,  and 
all  the  former  Govcrnours  had  vfed  as  a  cloaks  to  cover  all  their  in¬ 
tended  w  cked  imgsinations  againft  the  Rti-publicke,  viz.  That  the 
Hollander s  and  Se  dander  t  neglc&ed  and  defpifed  the  Romilb  Religi¬ 
on  ;  and  by  that  mcancs  the  commandement  of  the  King  war  nee- 
lefled.  |  '  b  b 

Vpon  this  Anvile  did  thty  hammer  n’ght  and  day  ?  they  affayled 
the  States,  and  were  exceeding  troubleiome  vnto  them,  counfelling 
them  that  they  altogether  fhould  beginne  the  warres,  againft  HolUttd, 
St4land,v\A  the  Prince  of  Orange, who  was  the  moft  eminent  Cham¬ 
pion  againft  the  ynjuft  government  of  the  Spamardt  ,who  indeedc  had 
beeneexcceding  beneficial!  to  the  whole  Common-wealth. 

In  this  counfell  "Don  lohn  had  his  eye  vpon  thefe  two  obie&s, 
which  fhould  be  exceeding  profitableand  ferviccable  to  further  his 
intent;  that  by  their  Ciuill  warres,  thefjbftance  and  treafure  of  the 
land  might  be  exhaufied ,  and  they  being  weakned  anti  bruyled  by- 
their  owneWarrc,  that  then  he,  with  the  more  ealc  and  conveniency 
might  fuppreffe  them  together. 

Whereas  he  Hill  perfill  ing  with  thefe  defines  and  in  treaties,  bcin"  as 
it  were  dafht  againft  a  Rocke  by  a  Temped :  The  States  anfwered 
him ;  that  it  were  better  and  more  profitable  for  the  Common- wealth 
That  concerning  all  thofe  matters  whereof  Don  Iohn made  his  com¬ 
plaints,  to  haue  them  by  a  friendly  compofition  decided,and  vniteJ,  it* 
the  affembly  of  the  States ;  and  it  they  could  haue  imprinted  or  per- 
fwaded  him  to  haue  bclceucd  the  fame,  we  had  never  fallen  into  the 
mifetics  of  a  Ciuill  Wartc. 

Eor  what  is  more  repugnant  to  the  common  gabd ,  and  to  all  hu¬ 
mane  Lawcs  and  Iuftice ;  then  to  try  by  warre,  thole  controverfies,

fyvhich  may  be  decyded  by  Right  and  Rcafon.  Arch  damn*  (though 
Chrifthn  King, but  of  a  ftately,  honourable  any  provident  Nation) 
fityd ;  That  it  vp<u  vnUvffuU  to  take  tArmes  agatnjl  tbofe  ,  rvhonere 
-mUmg  to  haue  the  matter  tryed  by  Law*  When  and  iniury  had  beenc 
offered  to  the  Romanes  thcmfelues ;  they  did  not  prefently  begin  with 
wars:  butdidfirft  fend  that  b,  they  caufed  thole  things 

that  were  ftellen  or  taken  away ,  robe  more  apparently  and  manifdt- 
ly  demanded  againc. 

But  how  profitable, good,  and  wcl-ordred  is  the  cumftomcof  the 
Co  nmon- wealth  of  the  Venetians  t which  I  lately  fa  w  and  ebierved; 
where  they  will  not  fuffer  that  the  principal!  Nobles  thcmfeluesof 
that  fl  )urifhing  Common-wealth,  fliould  contend ,  chide ,  or  main- 
taine  enmity  among  tbcmfclucs,  for,  or  about  other  mens  fmall  and 
petty  affaires.  But  they  bring  the  fame  into  their  Senate,  or  Coun¬ 
cell,  and  there  they  defire,  pray,  and  admonifh  them,  that  they  will 
remember, and  be  mindfull,  that  they  arc  all  of  them  Saint  ^Market 
children  /which  name  they  haue  given  their  Rci-publickc)  and  that 
they  are  brethren ,  and  Burgefcs  of  fuch  a  free  and  happy  govern¬ 
ment,  and  that  it  was  not  befeeming  for  them,  for  any  particular  bufi- 
nefle,  techerifhandfoftcr  any  private  djffcntion  or  hatred,  which 
might  thereafter  prooue  to  be  more  generalI,to  the  perill  and  danger  of 
that  Rci-publickc# 

Which cuftomcabouc  all  other  affaires  ought  to  be  vfedinthe 
affaires  concerning  the  Land  ,  and  ought  to  be  cftcemcd  of  in  all  w  ei~ 
ordered  Common-wealths.  If  this  were  fo,  we  ftiould  not  fee  one 
City  foagainft  another  (oftentimes  in  one  Province  or  Rci-publickc^ 
or  one  Noble -man  fo  againft  another  of  the  contra  ty  party , to  threaten 
warro,  number,  dcftru&ion,  burning  and  Making  ,  nor  violence  to 


affault  each  other. 

But  now  to  retume  to  our  former  purpofe,  in  refpc<ft  that  there 
are  two  forts  of  Wanes  .•  the  one  with  words  by  way  of  Iuftice; 
the  other  with  violence.  The  firft  being  proper  to  men,  the  fccond 
to  vnreafonablc  beads.  And  that  wee  muft  ncccffaiily  avoyde  vio¬ 
lence,  vnletfc  the  courfe  of  Iuftice  be  denyed  vs.  Therefore  wc  muft 
belccuc  that  the  States  farre  rather  would  haue  decydcd  thofc  con- 
trovcrfics  ,  by  their  good  and  wholefonac  couofclc ,  by  rcafon  and 
conference  ;  then  to  make  them  greater  by  Warrc  and  fpilltn^the

blood  of  the  Citizen?.  Contrarily  Don  hhn  complaineth  of  thf 
States  very  publiqucly :  Hee  reprooues  and  vpbraidt  them  all  for  Re¬ 
bels,  land  then  deales  with  the  High-dutch  Smildiers  no  longer  by 
leeret  dealing  in  the  affaires  very  prejudicial!  to  the  Common-wealth' 
(with  whom  very  cunningly  hee  had  long  time  dealt  with  all)  but 
t  hen  began  he  very  publrckJy  to  dealc  with  them ;  fo  that  the  whole 
dileovery  of  that  buiindfe,  by  divers  intercepted  letters,  was  fully 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  theStare*.  And  many  things  theydayly 
law  with  their  eyes,  as  firtt  when  he  removed  hw  Court  and  family > 
with  his  Couticell-cornpanions  to  Bergen  in  [fenerov?  (  being  a  very 
ttrongTowne,  and  very  fit  for  his  conjurations  and  compiotcings) 
and  commanded  that  the  fame  fnouid  bee  provided  with  attron<* 
Garrifon.  •  /  V-** 

Moreover,  when  as  he  furprized  the  Cattle  of  Antwerpe  by  Trea- 
cheric,  and  did  furprize  thole  well  provided  and  fortified  Townes 
of  Namen^nd  Charlemont ,  and  put  a  (Throng  guard  into  them  of  bis 
ownc  fouldkrs ,  thinking  thereafter  by  treachery  to  haue- taken  in  the 
Towncof  Brtifjels  ,  So  that  already  the  principal!  and  chiefe  Cities 
and  Townes,  by  the  great  number  of  bis  Forts  and  Citadels }  where 
beleagred  and  oppretted  ;  and  then  he  wholly  beganneto  let  vp  him « 
'lelfeagaintttheRei-publick;and  alfo  many  other  things  were  then 
done  by  his  ad  vife  and  motion  :  whereas  hee  according  to  his  oath, 
ought  to  haue  advifed,  that  all  the  louldiers  fhould  haue  layd  downc 
their  Armes,  and  prefendy  to  haue  departed  out  of  the  Country. 

All  which  things  appearing  manifeftly  to  the  eyes  of  the  States^ 
who  adjudged  that  the  lame  tented  to  the  fubverfionof  the  Com¬ 
mon-wealth  ;  they  thought  that  they  were  bound  continually  to  keepe 
a  good  counfel- watch;  neither  did  they  turne  their  eyes  afide  from  the 
Rci-publick,  from  that  time  that  he  fought  to  haue  all  the  governa- 
mentalone,  vnto  whom  they  in  all  officioulhcffe  (not  being  mooved 
by  any  diftemperature  of  miflde  )  lent  as  Embafladours  vnto  him, 
MaroUrn  and  Rrnfus ,  charging  them  that  they  ftiould  prelcntand 
/hew,  their  full  perform  mce,  innocency,  and  integrity ,  and  Ihould 
free  them  from  all  fufpition  and  evil!  conceit,  (the  which  they  moft 
certainly  knew ,  that  he  mifehievoufly  had  diflembled,)  that  the 
faith  that  was  given  at  Gent  Ihould  be  renued :  They  Ihould  alfo  pro- 1 
mife,  that  the  States  (hould  make  diligent  eftquhic,  andete-^

cure  feucrc  ^nifhment  vppon  thofc  Treacherous  murtkems  ard 
confpirators,  who  (  as  he  fay d)  lay d  wake  for  his  lite,  and  had 
eonfpired  againft  him;  ('making  a  fhewe  and  diffembling ,  ss  if 
to  prevent  the  fame ,  hec  Went  to  N&wcn  :)  They  would  aug¬ 
ment  his  Guard  more  then  thofe  he  had  already  ,  to  the  number  of 
tl'rtec  hundred  complcat  armed  men  ,  who  fhouid  be?  all  ot 
them  Netherlander  $  ,  the  which before  that  time  wasjiever  offered 
to  any  Govcrnour  or  Rubr.  And  yet  witn  ai!  thde  Supplicati¬ 
ons  and  inueaties  they  cffedled  nothing  ;  for  there  was  neither  mo- 
defty  nor  reafon  to  be  found  in  Don  Iohv.  Nay  ,  hec  could  not  bri¬ 
dle  nor  kcepe  in  his  ownc  evil)  arrogancy  and  audacious  p*fliun; 
but  declared  the  fame  to  (_ W.ayoiI&us  at  cne  fame  time  of  his  Em- 
baffage  ,  boafling  himfelfe,  that  hec'  now  did  wholly  afiure 
bimfelfe ,  and  that  hec  doubted  not,  but  that  hcc  had  brought 
vndcr  the  fubjeftion  of  his  will  and  command  ,  the  Crieof  zAxt- 
werfe,  that  hec  had  no  lackc  neither  of  money  nor  men;  that  hec 
now  had  all  things  in  a  readinefie,  for  the  furnifoing  of  a 

Warrc  ;  and  that  hce  with  his  fword, would  purchafe  vnto  himfelfe 
a  greater  authority ,  power,  command  and  government  ;  then  the 
States  had  promifed  and  granted  him  in  the  pacification  of  Gent; 
and  that  it  was  his  will,  that  thefe  Ecnbaffadours  fhouid  re¬ 
port  all  thefe  things  vnto  the  States,  for  he  would  not  conceal* 
any  thing  from  them  that  hec  knew  to  appertainc  ro  this  his 
intent  and  will.  This  matter  is  undoubtedly  hire  and  cemine 
and  fufficiently  knownc  before  this ,  fo  that  hecre  it  is  not  ncederull 
to  produce  witneffes.  And  althongh  it  be  a  very  referable  thing, 
not  to  be  able  to  deny ,  and  very  fhamefull  to  be  confeflj ;  yet  I  think  e 
verily  that  the  Svamards  theuTclu*s(although  they  be  lefle  fhamclcflc 
then aman would belecne  they  arc)  cannot  deny  this  at* any  time. 
Bonlohn  had  written  vnto  7 rc-lovge ,  and  to  his  other  companion* 
and  fellow-workers  of  his  fecrct  triches  andconfpiracies ,  That  hcc 
bad  given  as  a  Cymbrian  fpoyle  the  wealth  of  the  Citizens  of  Ant; 
werpe  fora  prey  vnto  his  Souldiers.  The  louldiers  ranged  already 
through  the  City,  as  mortall  enemies,  and  forced  the  Citizens  to  giue 
them  whatfoever  they  lifted:  Many  ofthe  pnncipall  citizens  began  to 
five  but  af  the  City,  and  as  it  were  banUhed ;  by  which  mcanes  tfie 
traffique  and  trading  of  the  Merchants  by  flapping,  beganne  to  ceaic. 
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And  although  there  were  great  and  manifeft  token*  of  their  roaiie- 
nant  enmity ;  yet  neuerthele*  the  States  did  beare  ail  this  very  raodt 
racly  and  modefily  ,  and  indeed  would  haue  born  yet  much  more  if 
that morta’l and pittiFullproiea which  Don  John  intended,  had  not 

,!?C'r  a  r°HCrrd  3IH!  made  m3nifeft  as  the  day;  euen  as  if  a  man  at 
the  tuft  fight  feemed  to  pcrceiue  feme  hvelcffe  and  infenfible  ere*. 

ture,  and  afterwards  by  more  certain  and  fure  fignes  and  tokens  be- 
gmneth  to  think  ot  what  quality  that  was  whereof  hcc  doubted :  e- 
uen  .o  the  States  did  alfo  very  cafily  vnderfiand  ,  by  all  thofe  things 
which  they  had  feene,  that  this  prince  did  cherifh  in  his  mind  and 
counfels.an  hatred  tending  to  the  ruine  of  the  common-wealth  •  but 
of  what  quaiitic  that  he  was,  and  bow  farre  he  would  extend  himfelfc 
CU£V  j  rcipublick ,  that  they  moft  euidently  difeerned  and  diftin- 
guifhcd  thereafter,  both  out  ot  his  ownc ,  and  by  letters  from  others 
ror  there  were  many  letters  intercepted  in  Gafconie,  viz.  Two  of 
.  lohns .written  by  himfelfc  vntothe  King,  and  other  from  him 
written  to  Anthonie  Perez,  the  chiefe  of  the  Kings  Covncell;  More¬ 
over  fiuekctcr:i  from  to  the  King,  out  of  which  the  State* 

might  affurediy  vuderfland ,  that  there  were  fed  and  bred  monftcr* 
and  firang  impoftures ;  that  privat  confpiraeies  were  there  pra&ifed  • 
that  there  was  great  difTemion  mingled  among  the  Cities  and  the 
Nobhitte  of  the  Netherlands;  and  by  what  meanes  the  fame  was  ef- 
fectcc ;  and  now  fit  and  ferviccablc  it  was  that  tyrany  and  the  Inavi, 
fition, according  to  that  firme  refolution of  the  Spaniards,  fliouldbee 
brought  in  &  efiablifihed;  and  to  that  end  foldicrs,armes,  and  all  war- 
ficke  preparation  very  eameftly  was  required  for  the  King. 

Coniideraiui  vnderftand,/%?w#/i>r/w<r/ ,  the  fccret  aad  privie 

conlpiracies  of  this  man.-  Hearc  the  words  which  this  man  vftth  in 
his  letters  written  to  the  King,  which  (as  I  faid  before)  were  inter 
ccpted.  In  regard,  that  thts  bodte( 'faith  he)  isfo  vnhea'lthfuljhat  ,t  can

jau  mttfi  now  carefully  obferue  thts  oecafion  which  is  irefented.  And  EC. 
teuedo  adds  thereunto  the  reft  very  amply,  as  a  good  interpreter  of  his 
meaning,  who  might  very  well  write  that  which  ‘Ben  John  himfelfi- 
would  not  giuc  to  vnderftand.  This  Efiouedo  was  the  right  minion 
and  fcruant  of  Audacitic  and  Treachcrie,whom  I  tbinke  byreafon  of 
tJ,s  nature  and  manners,  yva$  named  Efceuedo }  bccaufc  that  hcc  knew 
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by  his  deceit  to  bring  the  miferable  Netherlander*  into  his  net. 
He  wrot  that  rnto  the  King  which  Don  lohn  would  hauc  him  to 
write,  viz.  That  it pofftbly  could  not  be, that  the  Netherlander* ■pwuldbt 
brought  vnder  the  pare  and  perfeti  obedience  and  will  oft  he  Kwg,vnleffe 
that  JirJi  they  were  tamed  and  con  framed  thereunto  with  fire  and  [word • 
That  therfere  both  men  and  armes  were  very  needfall,and  that  the  fame 
tnufl  be  effected  by  rvarre*  By  the  whichas  a  good  architecture  of  the 
Spanifh  tyranny,  hegaucthem  to  vndcrftand,  that  thecrueltie  and  ri¬ 
gour  which  Alua  and  Requtfenius  hadabufed,  muft  not  continually 
be  put  inpra£iife,but  that  the  Netherlander  muft  bee  enfhared  by  a 
greater  deceit  and  hypocrifie,  Like  as  in  Nauigation,  it  is  a  point  of 
knowledge  to  fee  before  hand  the  ftorme  ,  that  although  men  can- 
not attaine the hauen ,  yet  (if  altering  the  courfc )  you  may  attainc 
thereinto, then  it  is  a  foolifti  deed  to  kcepc  that  ,cour(e  which  before 
was  taken  with  great  perill  and  danger ,  rather  then  that  you  altering 
thefame,mightattainetothc  with  for  haven.  For  fo.  was  his  opi¬ 
nion  ,  that  the  firft  raging  and  madneffe  of  the  Spaniards  muft  bee 
fonaewhat  mollified ,  and  now  muft  go  to  worke  with  diflcmblcd 
faithand  promifes.  ThatZ>*#  John  who  had  an  incredible  modera¬ 
tion,  and  an  indifferent  rninde  betwixt  Ambition  and  Crucltie ,  might 
very  fortunately  effeCt  the  fame.  Hec  aduifed  by  his  owne  and  his 
mafters  eounfcll, that  England  fliould  be  firft  furprifed  and  conque¬ 
red  by  warre,and  then  it  would  be  eafic  to  (vrprize  the  Netherlandish 
prouinces. 

In  rhofo  letters  which  Don  lohn  ient  vnto  Anthony  Perez*  his  fpe- 
ciall  friend ;  He  gaue  him  to  vnderfiand  that  he  was  of  lucn  a  nature 
andcoodition,  that  he  could  not  Hue  ftill  inidienefie,  nor  could  a- 
way  with  thelawesof  peace  5  and  that  his  mind  and  confidence  could 
not  indure  that  he  fhould  wholly  fubmit  himfelfetothepriuilcdgcs 
andlawesof  the  Ncthcrlanders,  but  that  he  farre  rather  by  force  of 
Armes  would  obtaine  and  effeft  for  the  King, a  whole  abfolutc,and  vn- 
limited  government  over  the  Netherlands. 

And  if  now  you  do  not  fuffrciently  fee  and  percehie,  that  Dbn  lohn 
firft  broak  the  pacification  of  Gent ,  where  the  fame  by  fo  many  and 
clearc  proofes  doth  appeare.  Then  remember  (by  the  Eternal!  God) 
remember,  I  fay,  what  rcafons  he  vfed  to  the  Embafladours  of  our 
States  at  LMarcbe  and  Famines,  whenhe  fayd ,  that  he  would  keepe 
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the  eontrs&s  and  conditions  of  peace  fo  long ,  vntill  that  covenant 
which  was  begun,  frtould  repent  him, that  is  ,  vntill hec  by  his  fweet 
cntifings^ndhypocriticalllcnitie.hauingrocktthe  States  ad-cepe ,  at 
the  iaft  might  o’efiroy  them;  and  with  them  fupprefle  the  whole  Rei- 
publick.  For  after  the  death  of  Iobn ,  Phihp  fhewed  very  manifeftly 
that  that  fame  in  very  deed  fhould  haue  befallen  vs,  like  as  he  at  Me- 
Men  by  the  Lord  of  Selles  certified  andgaue  them  to  vnderftand, 
tha:  he  would  breakethelawcsofthe  peace,  and  thatshee  no  longer 
would  be  bound  to  ksepe  them.  But  I  pray  you  for  what  occafion? 
was  it  for  negle<5Hng  the  Romilh  Religion?  Affuredlyit  had  neuer 
beene  more  vfed  nor  rcucrenced  with  the  like  detiotion,  care  and 
diligence ,  nor  neuer  was  the  zeaie  of  our  people  fo  greatly  affe&cd 
thereunto  as  then.  The  Bilhops  of  the  Churches  were  thenrecei- 
ued;  theSchooIes  and  Colleges  were  partly  inflituted ,  partly  renew- , 
ed  and  augmented.  Finally  }  there  Was  not  any  thing  omitted  that 
fcrued  for  the  maintaining  of  the  cuftomes  and  ceremonies  of  the 
Rom i (b  Church,  So  that  our  Netherlaad  might  well  haue  compa¬ 
red,  matched  and  ftrouen  with  Italy  and  with  Rome  the  chicle  feate 
and  Metropolitane  of  that  Religion.  The  which  the  Popes  Nunciuf. 
( or  fpirituail  Embafladour )  who  in  hisbehalfc  was  lent  vnto  vs,fhal 
not  deny  the  fame.  For  hee  writing  himfclfe  vnto  the  Pope  concer¬ 
ning  this,  faith,  that  he  dtd  much  admire,  and  was  therefore  excee¬ 
ding ioyfull,  that  thofe  prefcriptions  and  duties  (  or  feruiccs  )  of  the 
Romilh  Church  ,  were  exceeding  well  maintained  by  the  Nether- 
landers  is  great  devotion  and  pietie.  ‘ 

How  and  afeer  what  manner  the  affedions  ,wi!s,  and  devotions  of 
all  our  States,  and  of  all  the  Netherlander  were  affedied  to  the 
king,  I  need  not  to  make  repetition;  neither  is  it  needfvll  to  proore, 
that  they  delighted  or  loved  any  thing  Co  mveh  as  to  fvlfiil  the  kings 
commands,  and  to  fhew  obedience  therevnto.  The  Trophxs ,  Py- 
ramedes  and  Pageants  w'hich  were  made  and  prepared  fo  Ivmptvous 
and  cofHy  to  the  honor,  and  at  the  entrance  of  Iobn ,  can  teftifie  this. 
How  did  all  the  Nobles  with  fveh  exceeding  ioy.wilhing  him  good 
luck, recciuc  him  ?How  did  all  the  people  with  great  mirth  and  re- 
ioycings  receive  him?  What  bankets  and  fumptuous  feaBs  at  the 
lands  charge,  were  then  with  mveh  delight  made  for  ioy  thereof 
ehat  this  peace  was  made  and  concluded  ?  And  what  great  triumphs5 
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^11  the  Netherlander*  made  and  demonftrated  vpon  all  their  Theaters 
when  this  peace  was  made,  is  yet  teftified  by  all  the  inhabiting  Gran¬ 
gers,  who  were  thereat  exceedingly  droven  to  admiration ,  yea  were 
cucnaftonifticd.  s  . 

It  wasnootherwife  then,  but  as  if  the  Nethcrlanders  had  then 
found  the  beginning  and  principles  of  a  wcl-governcd  Common- 
wealth  in  the  perfon  of  this  their  Chicfe,  or  Gouernour,  Yea,  thou 
thy  fclfc  Iobny  if  thou  wilt  but  enter  into  thine  ownc  heart  and  con- 
fcience,fhalt  not  be  able  to  deny  the  fame,  That  the  Netherlander 
did  ful  y  keep  and  obfemc  all  the  contracts  and  conditions  of  the 
peace,  which  they  were  bound  tokccp ;  and  ncuer  denied  obedience 
vntothecommandcmcmof  the  king,  if  they  were  not  more  vile 
then  the  commandements  of  Manlius  >  if  they  did  net  to  too  much 
oppijgne  the  lawes  and  privilcdgcs. 

But  to  the  end  that  I  may  produce  one  inftancc  which  farre  ex<* 
cecds  all  mens  admiration ;  and  which  (hall  perfedl  this  our  deputa¬ 
tion :  you  muft  for  a  certainty  acknowledge,  that  the  Gates  hadvn- 
dertaken  with  force  of  Armcs  to  hauc  forced  the  Hollanders  and 
Zealanders  to  hauc  done  thofc  things  which  you  moft  defired^ 
which  was  the  indu<ftion,  and  as  it  were  the  ground-workc  of  your 
accufations  and  complaints,  if  in  cafe  they  by  right,  rcafon,  and  con¬ 
ference, could  not  be  brought  thcrcuuto ;  which  things  you  altoge¬ 
ther  feorned  and  reje&cd,  and  to  the  end  that  this  one  pretext ,  this 
onely  pretence  might  remaine  formatter  for  your  falfc  accufations; 
And  that  this  might  #be  a  juft  occafionfor  your  conjurations :  yet 
this ©ccafion  was  not  fufficicnt  thereunto,  neither  could  it  befuffi- 
cient  enough, in  regard  the  fame  is  manifcftly  knowne  vnto  all  men* 
not  onely  to  Netherlander,  but  alfo  to  all  ftrangers,  who  either  fa\v 
the  whole  bufinefle  as  it  was  carried,  or  elfe  haue  heard  the  fame  re¬ 
ported:  That  the  Hollanders  and  Zealanders  hauc  alwayes  entertai¬ 
ned,  received*  and  accompliffied  the  precepts  and  comniandemcnts 
of  the  King*  no  otherwife  then  if  they  had  been  the  Oracles  or  com- 
mandements  of  God :  That  they  ncuer  were  carclcffc  nor  negligent, 
in  their  offices  or  duties  which  by  the  law  of  Nature  they  were  ow¬ 
ing  to  their  Prince.  Yet  this  I  will  freely  confefle,  (which  I  will  at- 
tribute  and  confecratc  to  their  immortall  and  moft  high  commenda¬ 
tions)  that  the  Hollanders  and  Zealanders  were  the  firft  couniellors3 
md  Shewed  the  way  fit  ft  to  the  other  Provinccs*to  free  and  to  main« 
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taine  the  common  liberty.  For  I  will  at  the  la &}0  you  moj?  provident . 
men, you  moft  mighty  S fates  of  H ottand  and  Z ealandy convert  and  turn 
my  fpeech  and  oration  from  thofe  wicked  and  horrible  dealings  of 
that  difhonorable  man;  to  your  vertues, valours, and  abilidcs.Should 
I  fb  fleightly  parte  by  the  worthineffeand  valiant  deeds ,  and  manly 
courage,  whereof  £  very  mans  mouth  is  full:  and  for  which  euery 
one  fo  highly  commendeth,  loveth,  and  honoreth  you  for. 

You  haue  eyermore  with  a  valiant,  conftant  and  perfevering  cou¬ 
rage,  refilled  andreje&ed  that  moft  intolerable  and  moftcruell  ferui- 
tude  and  thraldotne  of  the  Inquificion,  or  Faith-prcife.  And  if  they  - 
now  fay,  that  the  authentic,  rcfpc&  and  commandcment  of  the 
King  confided  therein ;  and  that  you  in  refpedt  thereof ,  would  not 
giue  way  3nor  be  obedient  vnto  the  fame  ;  wherein  indeed  confiftcth 
your  glory,  and  whereof  you  may  jufily  boaft  *  Yet  you  confcffe,  to 
your  great  commendation, that  you  haue  given  thefc  occafionsvmo 
the  accufttionS  of  Don  lohn :  That  you  ,  being  free  from  all  faultse 
yet  in  this  you  are  and  will  be  faulty.  And  herein  you  may  boaft5 
That  you  withanefpeciall  providenceand  wifedonae,  haue  careful¬ 
ly  watched  and  kept  your  felucs,  fo  that  at  no  time ,  neither  by  any 
<©f  thefe,nor  any  other  Spanifh  trcchcries,periuries,  tricks,  ©r  traps, 
you  haue  been  coufoned,dcbaucht,nor  inlhared  :  that  you  were  the 
firft  which  were  inflamed  with  a  Angular  conftancic  and  courage,  to 
dcliuer  the  Reipublieke  from  the  grievous  yoake  of  tyranny  and  cru« 
ell  government.  That  you  with  the  toarch  ©f  your  libertic ,  haue 
been  a  light  to  enlighten  all  the  other  Provinces.  And  that  you  bad 
farre  rather,  by  thefe  long-during  warres,  be  fpcnt,die,andindure 
all  kinds  of  miftry  and  adverfiue :  then  to  forfrke  your  cuftomes, 
lawci  and  priviledges.  I  bdeech  the  Lord  God, by  whole  only  con- 
du&,grace  and  affiftance,you  hsue  archived  fuch  admirable  things, 
that  you  may  profperoufly  continue  &  perfeuere  therin  from  hence¬ 
forth  perpetually.  Now  will  I  turne  me  againe  vnto  that  from  which 
3  haue  digreffed,  and  recommend  vnto  your  judgment  and  arbittre- 
ment,  Ofr  Chriftian  Princes,  all  what  Ihaucfpokcn  of  the  deeds  of 
Don  lohn .  Take  notice,  iudge3and  fpeake  what  you  think©  tthcreofi 
Confidering  that  of  all  the  States  parts,  there  is  nothing  omitted, 
which  by  the  law  and  contrail  they  had  promifed  to  doe :  and  con- 
irn'ily  hi  Donlobns 'pavtrf  the  ten  parts  ©f  the  agreement  or  com* 
pofition ,  which  wholly  he  ought  to  haue  performed ,  he  hath  not 
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difcharged  any  one  point  thereof  well  nor  honeftly  as  hce  ought- 
And  hereby  you  may  fee, with  what  juftice  and  equity  we  vndettook 
this  bufineffe,  and  ho w  we  (having  vndertaken  the  lame )  haue  dealt 
and  proceeded  therein. 

For  when  the  States  perceiued,that  all  their  hope  and  truft  for  the 
cafliiering  of  thole  great  numbers  of  the  Germane  fculdiers  was  fru* 
ftrate,  and  that  they  were  laid  in  the  cities ,  towncs,  and  mouthes  of 
the  frontier  garrifons,  and  that  they  kept  Namen  Sc  Ckarlement,  be¬ 
ing  Cities  and  Caftles  that  were  very  well  provided ;  to  the  end 
that  Tien  Iobn  that  way ,  might  receiue  and  bring  into  the  Ne¬ 
therlands  that  great  army  which  hce  had  defired  of  the  King  in 
his  letters ;  and  moreover  they  perceiving  that  the  hate  and  enuyof 
all  the  fouldicrs  was  turned  vpon  them,  and  that  they  with  an  ex¬ 
ceeding  greedy  defire  longed  for  the  pilaging  of  the  greateft  Cities, 
And  that  they  attended  encly  but  for  the  leaft  figne  and  token  of 
their  Prince,  to  have  falnc  rauenoufty  and  furioufly,  as  raging  beads, 
and  to  haue  ceized  vpon  the  liues,  goods,  and  meancs  of  the  Ne¬ 
therlander*.  That  Denlohn  himlelfe,  and  other  naughty  people 
daily  threatned  the  ruine  and  fubverfion  of  our  natiue  Countrcy. 
That  they  by  the  demoftrations,  hand-writings, mouthes  and  letter* 
of  their  confederates, were  themfeluesconuinced.That  they  all  had  a- 

freed  to  let  the  cities  and  towns  on  fire, and  to  haue  flaine  all  the  No- 
les  and  chiefe  of  the  Citizens,  to  haue  deftroyed  the  Netherlands, 
and  to  have  rooted  out  the  Reipublick.  Who  is  he  then  that  would 
not  be  awaked  and  ftirred  vp  for  the  defence  and  preferuation  of 
the  common  good  ?  Who  is  he  that  with  good  counfell  would  not 
prevent  the  trccheries  of  Iohn :  Who  would  be  lo  vnprovident,  and 
fuch  a  coward,  that  would  not  defend  and  maintaine  his  ownelife, 
with  weapons  and  warre?  Aflurcdiy  reafon  hath  taught  the  learned; 
neceffitie  the  Barbarians  ;cuftome  the  heathens;  and  nature  it  felfe 
the  rnrcafonable  beafts ,  to repcll violence  with  violence,  cuen  to 


heir  vttermoft  ability. 

You  your  felucs.  Oh  great  and  gracious  Princes,  which  polleffc 
irwdomes  freely  and  in  profperitie ;  may  cafily  know  and  vnder- 
iaml  this ;  and  know  alfo  that  even  fo  it  muft  be  done .  But  w  hat  do 
fay  thatyou  muftknaw  it?  All  the  Spaniards  our  enemies  do  know 
t  and  will  freely  confeffe  the  fame.  For  they  demonftrate  it  Li  their 

Iceds  that  the  fame  hath  been  juft ,  and  is  foyet.  For  confidering 
.  .  C  2  that 
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due  Tlenricus  Caftcllanus  (being  a  baftard )  and  the  great  Grand-fa¬ 
ther  of  King  'PhtHip,  did  cxpdl  Peter  his  lawful!  brother  and  right 
heire^out  of  the  kingdome,  becaufe  he  feemed  tovfe  tyrannical!  dea¬ 
ling :  and  bccaufc  he  feemed  to  dominiere  contrary  to  the  lawes  and 
cuftomesof  his  kingdome;  And,  that  King  'Phillip  vpon  the  fame 
conditions  that  he  inherited  Spainc,  did  inherit  the  Netherlands, 
(viz.that  he  fliould  maintaine  and  religioufly  obferue  the  lawes  and 
cuftomcs.)  Wherefore  then  may  not  we,  as  the  Spaniards  did  rej:<ft 
/Vr*r,even3S  wel  rejedl  'Phillip  (whoopprelTcch  his  fubjc<£fo  with  an 
vnjuft  and  vnlawfull  government)^  expel  him  with  our  armes  for 
cucr  out  of  our  Provinces. 

But  I  feare,0  Princes, that -I hauetoo  much  abufed  your  patience 
and  that  my  oration  feemeth  to  hauc  run  fuch  a  courfe ,  that  I  ncede 
not  addc  any  thing  more  thereunto.  Yet  I  intreat  your  leaue  ,  that 
youbepleafed  to  fuffer  me.though  very  briefly  to  continue  in  that 
which  P hi Ittp  fought  to  eff eft  after  the  government  of  I§hn  ,  by  the 
deceit  of  an  hypocritical!  and  diffembled  peace ;  to  the  end  that  you 
may  cleardy  fee  and  pcrceiuc,wherfore  that  we,  (along  as  the  world 
ftandsnruy  neuer  make  any  peace  with  Phillip ,  but  now  and  forcuer 
without  ccafing5arc  bound  to  Warre  againft  him.  Theverynameof 
peaccfl  confcffejis  exceeding  fwectc,a  peace  that  is  good  and  found: 
But  between?  peace  and  that  bondage  which  is  cloaked, covered3and 
falfly  folded  vp  in  a  concealed  peace,  isindeedea  very  great  diffe¬ 
rence.  Peace  is  a  ftill  and  quiet  liberty :  but  that  bondage, or  all  man¬ 
ner  of  feare  thereof,  is  theexcreameof  all  euilsand  milchieues.  Such 
Was  the  peace, fif  a  man  may  call  that  peace)  which  induced ,  or  ra¬ 
ther  feduced  the  Netherlander*  even  vnto  Collett* 

When  as  the  States  by  their  Embafladours  and  letters  vnto  you 
ond  your  predecc{fors)G£  all  you  "Princes  of  C  hrtflen  dome  againe 

intreated ;  that  you  by  your  authorities,  rcfpe^l ,  and  exhortations, 
fhouldratifie^eflabliflijconfirmc,  and  Iooke  vnto  that  peace  which 
'Phillip  after  a  new  coufening  manner  fhould  make  ,  that  the  fame 
fbould  not  be  dcccitfull :  Like  as  he  certainely  and  moft  malicioufly 
by  his  deceit oucr-threw  the  fame.  For  the  Spaniards  then  made 
no  delay,  but  presently  brought  in  new  diffentions  into  Artois  and 
Htncgo'vc ,  caufing  them  to  fall  away  from  the  other  Provinces, 
ver  the  which  they  cucn  vnto  this  prefent  haue  dominiered.  Af¬ 
terwards  by  force  of  Aroies ;  violently  they  furprifed  Mafiricbt 

and ; 
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and  morcouer  and  aboue  they,  partly  by  violence,  and  partly  by 
great  promifcs,haue  fovght  to  get  into  their  power  many  other  cities 
and  prouinces. 

And  finally  is  that  V'liflcs-Xkt-WiK.  Alexander  Farne/tus  Duke  of 
Parma,  brought  out  of  Italie^ho  like  vnto  a  moft  craftie  and  cun¬ 
ning  bird-catcher, with  the  long  of  his  lenitic,  and  promifes  of  great 
rcwards,infharcd  and  captiuatcd  all  the  Cities  and  Townes  of  £>ra~ 
bant  and  Flaunders.  ' 

Of  this  Prince  I  could  fay  very  much  ,  which  I  am  conftrained  to 
omit:  Yet  this  one  matter  I  cannot  paflfe  by  in  filence;  Thar,  al¬ 
though  in  the  time  of  his  gouernment  hce  effe&ed  many  things  very 
great  and  eminent  for  Pbtltp ,  yet  could  hee  not  efcape  of  being 
fufpefled ,  as  if  hcc  would  hauc  vndermiqed  the  King  in  the  go- 
uernment*  bccaufc  that  through  his  gentlencffe,  linitie  and  ami- 
tie  ;  he  had  drawne  vnto  him  the  aflfe<3ions  of  all  the  Netherlan¬ 
der  3and1hat  hee  alfo  feemed  perlpicuoufly  to  hauc  looked  into, 
and  alio  to  beare  a  hatred  to  the  wickedneflfe  and  fraudulent  trea¬ 
cheries  and  deccitcs  of  the  Spaniards.  Therefore  Pbtlip  gaue. 
him  fungos ,  or  Toads-brcad  to  cate,  which  Agrippina  had  lb 
commended  to  thcEmpcrour ,  to  the  end  that  by  the  power  and 
operation  thereof,  he  might  be  admitted,  counted  and  receiucd  into 
the  number  of  the  gods. 

But  I  pray  you, what  was  that  at  laft  for  a  peace ,  which  as  a  Co¬ 
met  or  bright  (billing  flarrc,fhincd  vnto  vs  out  of  the  firmament  of 
the  Spanifh  trecheries  vnto  which  the  Duke  of  'Parma  counfelled 
Vs,  at  what  time  the  Arch-enemy  flood,  as  it  were ,  oucr  our  heads , 
and  that  the  incredible  great  Spanifh  Fleet  filled  andcouered  the 
great  Ocean  or  main  Sea  ?  A  Fleet  which  was  lb  terrible  to  behold, 
that  I  can  hardly  iudge ,  whether  the  Fleet  that  Xctxm  had, 
which  couered  the  Sea  called  Aiare  Ponticum  had  a  greater  number 
of  Shippes,  more  Souldiers  ,  or  greater  warlike  preparation. 
With  this  Fleet  Phillip  had  thought  totally  to  haue  fuppreffect  vs : 
who  were  at  that  time  ravifhed,  as  it  were  ,  with  that  plealane 
and  delightfull  found  of  peace.  Yet  when  this  Fleet,  by  the  one  y 
power  of  the  Almighty  God,  was  wonderfully  deflroyed  an 
brought  to  naught;  then  prefcntly  by  the  Empcrours  Embafla- 
douri  hee  offered  thefe  Prouinccs  a  new  Treatie  of  Peace,  to  the 

end,  that  he  thereby  might  tranfport  alj  his  Army  and  power  <* 

C  3  warre . 
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watre  out  of  die  Netherlandt  into  France.  The  treacheries  which 
many  yeeres before  he  had  plotted  againft  that  kingdome ,  began!* 

then  to  haue  a  wonderful!  good  progreffion.-  For  his  naturalUinf- 

man/Wj  being  made  away  by  paracide,  (or  his  murthering  of  a 
kinfman,  )  and  the  ftate  of  all  that  kingdome,  being  vtter^con- 
fufed  wit  iCiuillwarre  ;  then  the  matter,  and  the  prefent  occafion 
required,  that  he  with  Armes  and  a  mighty  Hoaft  fliould  pro- 
fccute  his  defigne  .in  that  flourilhing  and  famous  great  Kingdome 
ofFr^we  which  Kingdome  heeby  violence  hauing  takenfn  and 
conquered,  he  might  thereafter ,  without  any  trouble  at  all ,  haue

W  hat  ?  Is  it  yet  lawfull  for  me  }or  may  I  yet  fpeake  anymore  of 

.  rrtr^s,Gr  rc““uc  £he  dangers  of  this  Reipublicke  ?  Yes  it  U 
lawfull  for  me,  and  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  me  alwayes  to  Rand  for  the 
dignity  of  my  natiue  Countrey ,  and  to  confefle  the  truth.  Like  a* 
all  good  Orators,  or  eloquent  fpeakers,  doc  euer  keepe  fome  of  their 
tnott  forcible  and  ponderous  Arguments  to  the  laft.  And  like  as  ex¬ 
perienced  Generals  vfe  to  place  their  beft  fouldiers  in  the  laft  ranker 
euen  fo  Phtllipm  theft  latter  ycarcs  preftnted  a  peace  visto  theft Ne- 
twrW; ,  which  fhould  be  adorned  and  confirmed  with  notable 
fidelity ;  the  whole  foundation  and  chiefe  ground  worke  thereof 
lay  and  confifled  in  the  Vcrtues,mercy,endeuors,  diligence ,  and  in 
the  ioue  of  the  Arch-duke  Erneflus  his  fillers  fonne ;  who,  after  the 
Duke  of  Parma,  was  placed  in  the  gouemment  of  thefe  Prouinces* 
He  promifed  thefe  Prouinces  a  peace ;  not  fitch  a  peace  as  fhould  be 
limited  w  ith  any  grieuous  or  heauie  conditions  and  contra&j,likc  as 
the  former  was  5  but  fuch  a  peace  as  they  themfclues  would  with  or 
defire.  In  the  meane  time  Phtlltp  fent  his  great  and  huge  Armies  into 
France, and  his  fccret  murtherers  into  Hollandjt.o  haue  murthered  the 
Iiluftrious  Prince  Mauritts ,  Earle  ofNaJftrt*  ,  a  famous  and  nota¬ 
ble  imitator  ofthevertues  and  valour  of  his  father,  and  a  lingular 
defender  of  our  Liberty ;  and  by  fuch  an  odious  and  treacherous 
villainy,  to  haue  made  him  away;  like  as  they,  but  a  little  beforc,by 

a  mod  cruell  and  trecherous  hand,  had  murthered  his  moft  worthy 

and  valiant  father.the  Prince  of  Orange.  1 

And  finally  PhtUip  concluded  many  more  mifchieuous,  and  more 
Wicked  purpofts  againft  thefe  Prouinces,  then  eucr  before  he  could 

haue 
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flaue  bethought  himfelfe  of.  I  doe  nor  fpeake  any  thing  vnaduilcdly, 
o  Princes,  but  that  which  thousands  befides  me  of  good  reputati¬ 
on,  can  teftifie  in  faith  and  verity,  and  that  which  Phillips  ownc  let¬ 
ters  doe  make  good. 

What  then?  Meaneththekingof  Spaine,  that  our  States  by  any 
propofitions  of  peace,  can  bee  diuerted  from  their  enterprifes  and 
defignments?  Doth  he  not  yet  know  and  vnderfland,  that  all  our 
affedfions  are  fo  abdurate  and  hardoed  ,that  we  will  far  rather  yeeld 
and  giuc  place  to  Armes  and  Warre,  then  to  any  kind  of  new  inuen- 
ted  peace-treacheries  ,  after  what  manner  foeuer  the  fame  might  be 
propounded?  Or,thinkcth be  peraduenturc ,  that  the  affe&ionsof 
our  States  euery  day, lie  open  to  his  defire  and  appetite  ?  What  ?  Is 
he  yet  ignorant,  that  the  counfcls  of  all  our  people,  with  a  generall 
confcnt  and  vniformity  of  voices,  are  long  agoevoited  and  knit  faft 
together  in  this  point ;  and  that  they  will  farre  rather  honourably  in 
warre  and  Armes  Hue  and  die ,  for  their  Lawes,  and  for  their  na- 
tiue  Country ;  then  from  henceforth  (hamefully  to  finkc  or  quaile, 
vnder  his  treacheries  and  deceits  ?  What,  doe  Ifay  finkc  or  quaile? 
Nay,  to  come  into  the  extreameft  cuillsof  Tyrannie;  to  bee  bound 
with  vntolerable  and  inhamane  bonds  of  flaueric ,  and  to  bee  recko¬ 
ned  and  accounted  among  thofeflaues  that  are  bought  and  fould. 
We  hauepreparedjmade ready  and  fharpened  ,a  perpetuall  and  an 
cuerlafting  warre  and  Armes  againft  him  :  we  neither  haue,  nor  may 
caft  our  eyes  vpon  any  other  peace,  then  vpon  fuch  a  peace  as  is 
grounded ,  confirmed ,  and  may  bee  maintained  with  force  and 
Armes. 

But  in  regard  that  a  little  before  I  beganne  to  fpeak  of  Prance, 
and  to  prouc  that  our  warre  partly  was  j  oyned  with  that  fame;  ther- 
fore  I  will  proceedc  to  addc  feme  other  matters  hereunto,  by  rhe 
which  yoc*  may  evidently  fee  and  perceiue,  how  many  treacheries, 
traps  and  deceits  that  Phillip  hath  laid  for  them. 

He  hath  a  long  time  fince,as  y  ou  know,  O  Princes,  laboured  and 
endcuored  to  afTaile  France ,  with  all  the  violence  and  force  of  his 


warre ;  to  the  end  that  he  by  the  cccafion  of  the  Civill  diffentioas 
in  France,  mtghteffe&fb  much  by  his  wars  and  charges:  that  if  he 
could  not  fwallow  and  devoure  the  whole  Kingdomc;  yet  that  at 
the  leaft  he  might  get  a  great  part  thereof.  For  he  had  made  his  full 

reckoning  and  accovnt  before  hand,  by  preparing  of  that  cruell 

Fleet, 
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Fleet,  that  both  France  and  England  had  been  a  prey  vnto their  ene¬ 
mies:  Wherasthofc  good  Princes,  notwuhftandinghad  nothing  at 
all  endamaged  him ,  neither  was  he  by  any  juiuftice  provoked  to 
that  warre ;  rnleflc  perad  venture  it  be,  that  he  thought  this  occafion 
fuff.cient ;  that  the  Pope,  atthe  will  and  defire  of  ^ Phillip  had  ex¬ 
communicated  thofc  two  flouriiliing  Kingdoms,  for  their  exercifing 
and  midfteryof  the  Reformed  Religion;  who  for  the  extirpation 
and  eradication  of  that  Religion  ;  'Thtlitpwt  a  Cato  M^ior*  with  the 
puiffance  of  the  Romifh  Cenfores  (or  corre&ion  mailers J  vfeth 
to  haue  regard  vnto  all  the  Kings  and  people  of  the  earth  f  and 
therefore  to  correft  and  punifh  them,  which  is  indeede  a  matter 
known  vnto  you  all ;  for  which  no  man  can  fufficiently  wonder  at 
the  fhamefulneffe  thereof,  and  might  now  neither  be  pafled  by  nor 
emitted*  And  that  Phillip  in  thefe  warrea  of  France  dealt  rooft  car- 
neftly;and  with  the  greateft  diligence  and  alacrity,  with  the  Duke  of 
Feres*  and  other  Spaniards  of  the  League ,  whom  hq  as  compani¬ 
ons,  had  affifted  in  that  warre,  to  haue  eftranged  the  Right  and  Title 
of  the  Crowne  of  France ,  not  onely  from  the  fucceffios  or  defeent 
of  the  Kings  blood  and  kinred  ,  but  euen  from  all  Frenchmen ,  and 
to  haue  drawne  the  fame  to  Spatne* 

Thefe  things  are  fo  ceitaine,  O  Princes*  that  there  is  do  man  which 
doubteth  of  the  truth  hereof.  But  to  what  end  do  I  bring  thefe 
into  your  Remembrances ;  What  is  this  to  maintaine  the  purpofc  I 
haue  in  hand;  For  this  end  kferueth ;  thereby  to  proue  how cxccc- 
ding  great  the  ambition  is  of  this  moftcruell  Tyrant;  and  to  the  end 
you  may  perceiue  and  fee  how  greatly ,  not  onely  we,  but  euen  all 
of  you  together ,  mud  keep  good  watch  and  looke  vnto  it.  For 
like  as  the  nature  of  the  Vine,  is  to  extend  the  branches,  as  the  armes 
thereof  farre  and  wide,  and  therewith  embraceth  and  layeth  hold 
vpon  cuei  y  thing  that  is  necr  it ,  if  it  be  not  lopt  and  pruned :  Euen 
fofball  ^hilltp*  if  you  doc  not  all  at  once  make  refinance  ,  at  the 
laft  deftrey  and  devoure  all  Chriftendom,  with  mod  cruell  and  blo©-» 
dy  warre. 

Moreover,  he  by  his  Bribery ,  and  fccret  confpiracy  hid  lately 
cffc&cd  fo  much  in  ScotlAtid ,  -that  fome  of  the  chicfc  of  that  King- 
dome,  fliould  haue  received  and  taken  in  twenty  thoufand  Spaniards, 
if  they  had  not  been  punifhed  (  after  the  matter  was  knowne  and  re* 

*  veiled  )  according  as  flieir  treafon  deferued.  I  need  not  to  thinkc 
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with  myfelfe,  that  I  can  fufficiently  expreflfe  with  words,  what  trea¬ 
sons,  what  perills,  what  daungcrs,  he,  To  oftentimes  hath  attempted 
againft  theQueencandKingdomcof  England.  Can  ambition  and 
violence  proceed  yet  any  further  ?  Yes  truely,  For  the  like  treache¬ 
ries  pea&ifed  hce  a  little  before  againft  the  Piiocipallity  or  Collett , 
the  Dukedomes of  Gr/derr ,  Gultch,C/eane ;  the  County  of  Berghe, 
and  that  ancient  Emperiall  Townc  of  Ahen:  A,  11  which  is  moft  mani- 
feftly  and  apparantly  knownc  by  good  1  eftimony,  and  by  his  owne 
letters.  And  whoknoweth  in  what  lurking  hole  and  corner  of  hi- 
pocrific  and  diffimulation ,  he  hideth  and  fheltreth  his  moft  mortall 
hate  againft  the  moft  mighty  Princes  of  Italy ;  whom  ( as  ibonc  as 
the  wind  ofthe  firft  oportunity  (ball  blow  (very  fuddenly,fha!lbe 
turned  into  coales  and  allies,  by  his  vnqucnchableand  fearetull  great 
jfiames  of  Warre. 

Doe  yc  not.yet  fee  and  perceiue  enough,  o  Princes, what  treache¬ 
ries  aad  deceits  that  Philip  prepareth ,  for  your  moft  happy  King- 
domesand  Prouinces,  which  are  your  Patrimonies  ?  Confi'dering 
there  is  no  man  fo  blind  nor  fenfclefle,  who  leeth  not ,  and  .vnder- 
ftandeth  not  that  the  ambition  of  Phillip  ncuer  reftetb ,  but  dayly 
draweth  him  from  land  to  land,  and  raiieth  a  new  warre  out  of  war; 
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So  that  he  by  warres.fionc,  mifebiefe  ,and  meere  vilhnous  deceits 
and  treacheries ,  vnderthc  pretence  of  a  feeming-peace,  feekethto 
dejeft  and  detrude  euery  one  of  you  from  the  fcate  ofyourGouern- 
ment.  For  this  his  defire  is  vnfatiable  and  immoderate,  and  cannot 
be  included  not  Ihut  vp,  neither  in  Heauen  nor  in  Earth.  If  that 
all  Phillips  Kingdoms  which  he  ufeth  commonly  in  that  long  traine 
or  taile  of  his  moft  proud  Titles  and  Termes  of  Honour  were  put  or 
layd  into  one  of  the  Scales  of  Crttelaes  ballance,  and  in  his  other  fcalc 
his  Ambition  or  greedie  defire  of  Honour ;  All  the  Kingdomes 
would  fcarcely  weigh  the  quantity  of  one  graine ,  in  comparifon  of 

his  Ambition.  ,  , ,  .  . 

Alexander  the  Great  looked  about  for  more  worlds ,  when  he 

had  conquered  the  whole  world ;  but  Phillip  would ,  if  he  could', 
with  the  Gyants  affault  the  heauens.  And  therefore,  O  Princes,  and 
vou  mofi  peaceful  Princes ,  I  intreatc  you  ,  and  1  would  admonilh 
you  that  you  judge  no  more  of  the  occafion  ana  lawfulnclic  or  out 
•  but  in  your  judgements  and  opinions. to  hold  it  for  good  : 
and  I  exhort  you  moft  carneftly  againc  and  againc ,  that  you  by  ail 
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nseanes,bothinyour  vnJerftandings,  and  with  all  your  powers  will 

take  heed  °f the  treacheries,  robberies,  and  mifchicvous  praifofes  of 
Phillip  deceit.  r 

In  former  times,  when  as  the  Athenians ,  partly  with  warre,  and 
partly  with  deceits  and  treacheries ,  fought  to  get  unto  thenafelues 
certaine  neere  adjacent  places,  as  the  Cities  of  Sjracnfa,  Laesdemon, 
JvlsJJcna  and  Catwa :  they  by  their  immoderate  Ambition,  and  de- 
fire  of  others  Rights,  drewe  fach  an  hatred  upon  their  owne  heads 
that  Darius  the  raoft  mighty  King  of  Per  fix,  wich  the  whole  coun¬ 
try  of  Grecia ,  voluntarily  undertooke  and  profeeuted  warre  againft 
them,  unto  which  euery  man  ranneand  haded,  as  to  quench  apub- 
licke  flame .  But  you,  O  mofl  Illaflr'mu  Princes,  ought  long  ago  to 
haue  expelled  ‘Phillip,  (  with  your  conjoyned  forces  from  you,  and 
from  your  profperous  Scates)  that  feeketh  continually  your  Hues. 

and  Kingdomes ,  by  mofl  unjuft  warre,  and  by  mofl  wicked  enter- 
priles.  : 

And  it  concernes,  an  d  is  fitting ,  not  onely  for  you ,  who  fot  a 
long  time  fince ,  haue  beene  provoked,  fpurred,  and  ftirred  up  there¬ 
unto ,  by  the  many  injuries  and  ambition  of  Phillip ,  but  euen  you 
altogether,  whodee  and  perceiuc,  that  he  incroacbeth  with  violence 
upon  the limmits  ofyour neighbours;  and  with  an  eafie  and  flow 

pacecreepeth  and  incroachech  towards  your  Countries .  It  ftand- 
cthyou  upon  in  time  to  looke  unto  it;  to  the  end,  that  your  neigh¬ 
bouring  Countries ,  being  conquered  and  brought  under  his  flauery 
and  bondage, Tyranny,  when  you  left  thinkc  upon  it,do  not  incroach 
upon  you. 

When  as  Phillip  ol  Macedon , the  Father  of  Alexander  the  Great, 
after  the  Bactell  with  the  Tnbaldes ,  had  entertained  a  long  diflem- 
bling  warre  with  the  Athenians, the  7 hebeans  afiembled  tbcmfclues 
for  this  occafion ;  fearing,  left  when  the  Athenians  had  bene  conque¬ 
red  ,  the  fire  of  their  neighbouring- warre  might  haue  ffovvne  unto 
them.  And  a  little  before,  there  bcirig- a  confederacy  made  betwixt 
two  ofthemighdeft  Cities;  who, before  had  bene  atextremeenmity 
With  each  other,  terrified  thereby,  and  by  their  Embaffadars,all  the 
Country  of  Greet  a  :  efteeming  it  fo ,  that  a  common  enemy  outfit 
and  mu  ft  be  repelled  with  common  force ;  fo  that  if  the  fi  ft  inva- 
Bon  of:  Phillip  of  Macedon,  had  had  good  fijccclfe ; '  he  would  not 
Muc  held  up,  norrefted  until!  he  hadconquetsd  and  fubjugated  the 
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whole  country  of  Grecia .  The  Romanes  in  former  time,  perccauing 
that  the  power  ofthe  Carthaginians  increafed  and  grew  great,  they 
had  an  efpecial  care  that  the  Carthagentans  fhould  not  grow  fo  great 
as  to  cucr-mafter  them :  And  for  that  end  they  fent  their  fouldiers 
to  relieue  the  iJWamer tines  from  the  beleagring,  and  torelieuc  Spam 
from  feruitude  of  the Africans. 

Although  that  th ^Venetians  arc  not  very  lightly  incited  to  warre, 
but  when  the  matter  of  neceflity  conftrayneth  them :  Yet  they  ncuer 
tcfuled  to  fend  their  warlike  power  for  the  fuccour  of  others  that 
were  under  them,  when  they  perefcaued  that  their  neighbours  con¬ 
tended  with  each  other,  with  an  vnrcafonablc  and  an  immoderate 
violent  ambitionc. 

Thefe,  and  the  like  even  to  an  innumirable  examples  (or  fore- 
cedes  )  doe  teach  you,  how  carefully  you  mull  take  heede  of  that 
tnoft  pcftiknt  evilhof  the  Spanifh  ambition; and  do  fhew;  or  proue, 
that  it  is  a  righteous  and  juft  caufe,  that  even  all  you  with  one  con¬ 
sent  with  us,  profecutc  a  warre  againft  that  Tyrant* 

For  our  States  do  know  ,  that  the  occafion  of  their  warre  againft 
Phs&p  9  is  notonely  exceeding  juft  and  righteous,  and  ever  was: 
but  alfo,  that  they  at  no  time,  now  nor  never,  may  ccafe  their  warre, 
that  they  may  make  no  peace  with  *Thilhp, hut  alwayes  tnuft  mainc- 
taine  warre  againft  that  Tyrant .  For  we  are  taught  by  our  friends, 
how  we  muft  take  heed  of  our  enemies  *.  For  if Fbitltp  do  gape  and 
long  fb  earneftly,  and  with  fuch  diligence  for  yeui  Kingdomes;  like 
as  you  fee  he  daily  doth ;  how  then  fhall  we  Ipecd  ?  For  affurcdly  he 
ytil  never  lay  afidc  Armcs  before  that  he  hath  fubjugated  all  the 
i  her  lands  tender  him,  becaufe  it  is  a  Countrey  fo  fit  for  his  purpofe; 
who,  out  of  them  may  attempt  many  tnterprifes  upon  your  King- 
domes,  and  dayly  may  beginne  toraife  new  warres  againft  you,  and 
draw  out  of  them  Souldicrs,Armes,and  all  manner  of  warlike ^ptovt- 
fion  againft  your  ad  jacent  Countries .  And  therefore  he  wou.d  farre 
rather  caft  the  greateft  part  ofChriftcndome  for  3  prey  to  the  Turkey 

then  to  ceafethefe  warres.  „ 

At  thelaft  Parliament  in  Germany,  he  would  not  content  tolur* 
nifti  the  Emperor  with  any  foldicrs,  nor  afliflance  againft  the  Turkgl 
and  the  reafon  was,  becaufe  he  might  thebetter  vcfcc  Chnltendomc 

Doc  yee  yet  doubt  of  this,  0 jet  Prints,  which  you  your  icjaei 
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hane  fcene,  that  ‘Fhillf  in  the  beginning  of  our  ciuill  commotions, 
had  far  rather  loofc  two  Kingdoms., T mis  and  Goulet,  which  the 
Turkey  under  their  General  Sinam  Bafcha  then  recouered  from 
him,  then  that  bee  would  for  awhile  ceafebis  warres  with  us;  or 
would  remoue  his  Souldiers  out  of  tbefe  Prouinccs,againft  the  mod 
deadly  and  mortal  enemy  of  all  Chriftendomc. 

And  you  know  how  many  Souldiers,  how  much  Arraes  ,  and 
what  charges  PhilUp  hath  been  at,  and  wafted,  ro  maintain  this  war 
againftus.So  that  if  you  would  but  reckon  up  the  fame,  you  {hall 
find  that  he  might  haue  bought  and  purebafed  two  Netherlands  with 
that  mony  :  although  not  withftanding  they  be  very  great,  rich,  and 
exceeding  copious.  So  that  there  isnodoubtc  of  this,  but  PhtStp 
would  far  rather  end  ure  thegreateft  loflc  that  might  betide  him  then 
that  he  would  Ieaue  Beflgusm  with  out  helium  yot  the  Low-countricH 
Without  long  encounttings  of  warre,  with  aut  ftrife,  Without  {bub 
dicrSjthat  they  might  line  in  peace  and  quictneffe,  freely  and  who- 
ly  according  to  their  Lawes  and  priuiledges.  For  by  this  war,  and 
With  the  conqucft  of  our  Prouinces,hewil  lay  and  cftablifh  theftren- 
geft  foundatiqn  and  fureft  ground- worke  of  bis  Monarchy,  Sole- 
dominion,  Tyrannie,  and  cruel  Gouemmem.  For  when  he  faw  and 
perceaued  that  thefc  Countries  were  fb  fmgularly  fitting  fo^  his  cruel 
treacheries  and  defgnments,  and  that  our  Lawes  and  Liberties  con- 
ittaryly  did  wholy  oppofethe  fame:  therfore  fought  hefirft  of  all 
with  warre,  with  force  and  violence,  to  pJuckc  vp,  tcare  in  fundcr3 
and  with  violence, to  opprefie  the  lame,  to  the  end,  that  his  fijbie<5if 
of  other  Kingdoms,  which  at  this  prefent  he  hath  fubiugated,  or 
dfc might fubiugate hereafter; from  this  our  concording,  and  ge® 
nerall  defence  ofotir  Lawes  and  Liberty,  might  take  no  example  or 
Jtnftancc,wich  the  greater  courage  and  alacrity,  toftand  for,and  main*-  • 
taine  their  liberty*  .  t 

What  do  you  then  radge,  o you  mofi  peaceful  Princes?  or  what 
isyouf  conclufion  that  our  States  ought  to  doe,  who  chiefly  leek  for 
the  common  good  of  their  natiue  Councrey?  Verily  it  cannot  be 
with  them,  as  it  is  vndertheGouernmentofa  cruel  Tirant,  and  as 
Et’iifulfly  js  in  rll-goucrned  Retpublicks :  they  are  not  vied  to  be 

tfietiKeKiei :*riy  time,  with  cap  and  knee,  as 
Sfettcrcrs  dee?  to  the  wills,  defires  ?  and  lufts  of  their,  fuperiour 
lords,  ridr  fcobe  dealt  with  all  as  hired  flaues  ?  confidering  that 

-  ^  ‘  they 
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tbcy  neuer  would  admit  not  iuffci»  thit  their  jl^wcs,  Libctticsi 
not  their  Reipublick ,  ftrould  bow  or  fubmit  voder  the  ysakeo' 
vniuft  and  vnlawfull  Government  .•  But  haue  as  good,  father* 
of  their  natiue-Countrey ;  as  good  fighters  for  their  freedome, 
and  Defenders  of  their  Lawes ,  (like  as  it  muft  be  in  a  Reipublick 
which  is  moderately  and  ciuilly  gouerned  by  their  Prince^)  dire&ed 
th»ir  defienei.  wils,  and  gouernment  of  their  {iiperiour  Lord; 
according6' to  their  Lawes,  and  the  preferuation  of  their  Li¬ 
berty.  -  , 

Do  you  think  that  the  Spaniards  (hail  fpoyle  and  cruel!  vexc  and 

torment  out  Reipublick;  and  that  we  with  ftrtme  will  leauc  and  quit 
die  fame?  Shall  we  neglecft  our  deate  countrcy  and  liberty?  Muft  we 
iefpife  the  lawes  of  our  predcctflors?  And  Aral!  they  peruert  8c  tur:= 
topfie-turvie  our  ciuill  orders  and  policy  into  ty-anny  ?  And  fliall  we 
with  wringing  hands  look  vpon  the  coarfe,  and  behold  the  exequies 
erfunerallof  out patrii  and  natiueco  untrey?  Shal  they  rend  &teare 
in  peeces  the  body  of  our  common-weakh ,  and  like  moft  ravenous 
beaRs  deuoure  the  fame  ?  And  ftiall  we  like  flaucs,with  praying  and 
intreating, hardly  preferue  our  own  Hues,  goods, and  meanes  ?  Or  do 
ve  not  far  rather  laud  &  extol  with  the  higheft  commendation  of  no- 
Lur.this  will  and  afFeaion  of  our  States, for  their  manumifing  and 
pwferuing  of  their  deare  and  natiue  countrey?  Incite  and  exhort  you 

them  to  proceed  as  they  ate  beft  able,  and  to  the  vttermoft  of  their 
powers  .for  the  prefetvation  and  manumifing  of  their  ownc  Hues  ana 
liberty?  Come  not  thefc  things  daily  into  your  remembrances,  when' 
you  think  of  the  Netherlands  warre,  or  difeourfe  thereof,  which  I 
haUe  now  demonftrated, and  with  fure  and  infallible  and  vneonuo.- 
lablc  reafons  proued  vnto  you, viz.  that  our  States, &  all  the  Nether- 
landers  being  drenched  and  foaked  in  mifery,  and  oppretfed  with  the 
cruelty  of  the  Spaniards;and  being  expeld  out  of  their  natiue  coun¬ 
trey,  of  meere  neceffi  ty  were  conftrained  to  take  Arms  qp&PMp. 
And  that  now  all  the  other  treacheries  ,  infidelities  8c  imuru  _v  1  . 

the  Spaniards  during  the  time  of  thcle  wars  haue  done  vnto  • 

t-herlanders  being  fo  great, fo  inhumane, and  fo incredible ,  that  they 
themfelucs  Vfo  » fp«k)<lo  carneftly  exhort, do  require  8c ;  command. 

that  the  States  with  a  conftant  courage,  fbould  keepea  S 

their  armes  and  neither  i»W,nor  neuer,  to  lay  them  out  ot  that

Do  ye  yet  think, or  can  you  imagine  with  your  felues.that  Philhf 
With  the  limits  of  our  countrcy  ,hach  limited  in  his  tyranny?  Do  vee 
not  yet  fee  and  percciue ,  that  the  high  afeending  and  mortall  flame* 
o  the  Spa  mm  tyranny^  devoureth  and  fwallowcth  yp  the  trefholdi 
ooores,and  turrets  of your  kingdomes  ?  Arife,  and  at  the  laft  awake 

ou™  ™  y®“r  n«Pc  carelefnefle ;  come  hither  with  fpeede 
and  in  ail  hafts  flye  hereinto ,  for  t#  quench  thefe  rniucrfali  firci 
ttames.  Wherefore  do  yeefeekevnto  vs  againft  our  wils.  by  your 
eounie.s,auchoritie$ ,  and  refpcdfls,  to  induce  vs  to  make  peace  with 
PuMpi  whereas  it  had  been  more  fitting, that  you  your  felues  long  a- 
goe,  with  warre  and  force  of armes  (hould  hauc  expelled  Philip  tnd 
yvith  an  efpeciall  force  and  power  to  haue  fiippreft  him  ? 

And  to  the  end  I  may  fpcake  viste  you  all  one  after  another  y«i 
wo  ft  mighty  Trinces  tf  GtrmMtj,  be  fencible,  that  Philip  inyouf 
Dnchland  doth  not  hunt  after  a  cruel!  and  vniuft  government  •  but 
(to  to  fpcake)  doth  poffdTe  the  fame  already.  For  he  haaing  once 
conquered  thefc  Netherlandi/h  proninces;  when  you  will  not  bow 
a  id  l'ubmit  to  his  goutrnment :  he  will  haue  all  the  hauens  of  the 
fea,and  the  mouthes  of  all  the  Germane  riuers  at  his  owne  will  and 
in  his  owne  power:  thereby  afterwards  to  impoie  fuch  grieuous 
toles  and  taxations,  vpon your  nauigation  and  trading,  or  clfe  whol¬ 
ly  will  hinder  the  fame,  euen  as  it  /hall  pleafe  himfclfc.  And  this  is 
that  for  which, and  in  behalfe  whereof,  one  or  twoof  the  prouinces 
doe  appeare  m  your  affemblies  and  con/ultations  .•  you  heare  him 
publickly  lpeak  his  mindc,and  you  efteemc  and  preferre  his  tyranni¬ 
cal!  advice  and  counfcil ,  before  your  owne  pro/perity  and  tranqui¬ 
lity.  You  haue  him, the  Bifhop  of  Frifinghett  and  Htldefhsm  prefer¬ 
red  before ;  andyou  haue  fecne  them  made  Princes  and  Prince-EIe- 
&ors  of  the  Empire ;  The  Bifhop  of  CollentLi*ge, and  Magdeborabi 
and  you  haue  feene  that  the  moft  ambitious  Duke  of  BtvarU  hath 
laid  /hares  for  yon  all. 

And  to  the  end  chit  I  may  turne  my  fpeech  vnto  you,  O  johUIh- 
mighty pvmrfd  Primps  tfPalmd,  bath  not  Philip  brought 
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a  great  number  of rhar  generation  of  mankind,  (I  fay  lefuitesj  into 
yonr  Countrey, by  whofe  religion  and  policy  they  haue  brought  al- 
moft  the  whole  world  into  an  vp-rorc,  to  the  end  that  he  by  their 
meanes,  with  Sun-fhine-like  deceits,,  might  propound  vnto  yon 
what  his  will  and  counfell  is. 

To  you  alfo^y? peaceful  Prince s  of  I taly\ haue  already  (ayd,and 
fayagainc,  that  the  (word  of  the  Spanifh  tyranny  hangeth  by  a  very 
fmalithrecdouer  your  heads,  already  naked  and  draw  tie.  out  of  the 
fcabberd. 

And  for  you,  O  mojl  itlujbrioue  Senatorsf  or  Prttiy  Comcclhrs )of 
Venice,  you  your  felues  haue  fcen  and  beheld  the  tyranny  of  Phillip 
in  your  owne  State  and  gouernment,  when  he  fent  money  to  arme 
thcTurkc  againftyou;  and  diuerted  the  power  and  force  of  the 
Turk  from  his  owne  dominions  vpon  Cypris ;  although  that  hee  by 
theequity  and  right  of  the  covenant ,  had  been  exceedingly  oblie- 
ged  and  beholding  vnto  you. 

Therefore  O  Princes  ofChriFlendoTncyct  euen  now,  at  the  long- 
laft,bc  carefull  of  your  owneeftates  and  affaires,  of  your  owne  hues 
and  ptofptritie ;  markc  and  confider  it  well, that  Phillip  is  enemy  and 
tyrant  to  you  all,and  fuffer  him  to  Hue  no  longer  m  the  world  :but 
refift  and  impeach  his  ambition  to  rcigne , and  that  his  peffilentand 
mortall  government  proceed  no  further*  And  like  as  fomecertainc 
members  are  cut  off  when  they  begin  to  be  without  life  and  blood, 
and  are  hurtfull  to  all  the  other  parts  of  the  body;  euen  fo  muff  you 
alfo  eftecme,that  this  inhumane  cruelty  in  humane  fhape,  muff  ( lo  to 
fpeak)be  feparated  and  cut  from  the  common  body  of  men,  Verily 
the  deedofthePcrfiansismuchtobe  commended,  and  oudit  to 
be  wel  thought  upon  of  you  all;  who  when  (fometes  and  Orop^fles 
two  of  their  Magicians  (or  wife  men  )  by  the  like  tyrannie  and  nvur- 
ther  of Smerdis,  King  of  Perfia,  pofleffed  the  Kingdom  :  they  were 
flainebythc  valour  of  feuenof  the  ablcff  Princes  of  Perfia,  ail  of 
them  running  with  a  lingular  affoftion,  diligence ,  and  burning  zeale 
to  kill  and  to  deffroy  thofe  ryrants  with  their  fwords,  one  of  the 
Magicians  clafpcd  about  the  neck  of  one  of  the  Princes  whofc  name 
was  Gebriru, which  made  his  companions  to  linger  the  morc,bccaufe 
‘  they  would  not  kill  him  in  ftecd  of  the  Magician  (for  this  was  done 
in  a  dark  place Jwho  comma;  ded  the  Magician  to  thruff  his  fworef 
throughhis  body.  Yet  in  the  end  the  Magician  was  Oakland  this 

valiant 
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pliant  Gohriai  (who  had  rather  to  haue  died ,  then  that  the  tyrant 
should  haue  cfraped  with  life)  was  fayed,  and  had  his  life  prefer ved 
Such  an  hate  did  thefe  men  beare  to  tyrants.  1 

The  Grecians  in  former  times  attributed  divine  honour  to  thofc 
men  who  had  flaine  a  tyrant.  And  doe  you  thinke  that  the  Nether- 
landers  fhall  do  euili,  or  more  vniuft,that  they  oppofc  and  refill  Phi - 
ty  that  jnhumane  tyrant.  -•  - 

The  Romanes  expelled  their  King  7 aqu'mw  Superb m ,  becaufe 
tnatbe,  did  but  in  fome  fort  weaken  theflateof  their  common¬ 
wealth  ;  and  fhall  we  luffer  orindurc Phttltp  in  our  common- wealth, 
who  not  onely  with  fire  and  fword  would  dtftroy  and  turn-vp-fide- 
downe  all  the  Netherlands, but  euen  the  whole  world  ?  No  /by  no 
tneanes.  Our  States  without  doubt,  will  proceede  and  prepare  the 
way  for  you  to  break  off, and  to  expel  this  tyrant.They  wil  perfeuete 
to  divert,  driueaway,  and  to  foyle  him  fo  farce  and  wide  from  fup- 
prelfing  and  killing  of  our  profperity,that  once,  not  onely  they  and 
theirs,  but  alfo  euen  the  other  provinces  of  the  Netherlands,may  be- 
rc-eftablifhcd  in  their  former  liberty,  and  may  lead  them  out  of  the 
ftraights  of  the  Spanifh  tyranny ,  and  repofleffe  them  in  thepofle- 
ffion  of  their  predcceflors.  That  finally,  they  being  rc-eftablifhed, 
and  better  ordered,  and  vnited  and  bound  with  the  Prouinces  of  the 
whole  Netherlands;  they  may  flop  the  incurfion  and  invafionofthis 
crucli  tyrant,  and  altogether  with  one  accord  may  expell  him  from 
their  profperity ,  and  from  their  common  liberty.  Amen,

Entle  Reader ,  there  being  fo  much  fpokcn,  as 
thou  maift  percciuc ,  by  the  fore-going  firft 
Part  of  the  Spanifh  pra&ifes ,  touching  the 
cruell ,  inhumane ,  trecherous ,  perfidious  ; 
yea,  vnnaturall  pracUics  of  the  Spaniards,  in 
moft  parts  of  the  World,  which  may  fufficU 
.  ently  delineate  him  in  hi*  delerucd  colours.that 

whofoeuer  behold*  him  may  raournc  to  fee  this  Hafatl  fo  to  tyran¬ 
nize  ouer  the  innocent,  and  that  the  Lord  Ihould  permit,  and  the 
earth  bear*  fuch  an  vnheard  of  monfter  5  y«  notwithftanding, 
much  more  might  be  added  in  fundry  other  particulars ,  as  the 
Dutch  Chronicles  mention,  and  other  Writers  haue  well  fet  out: 
amongft  which, although  I  my  felfe  beaftrangerby  Nation  to  them; 
vet  fince  thetime  of  my  abode  here,  hauing  attained  fome  rnder- 
ftanding  in  the  Language ,  I  haue  thought  fit  to  addc  fome  further 
particulars,  which  in  my  reading  I  haue  obferued,  and  could  adde 
many  more  ;  but  tny  purpofe  being  onely  to  annex  a  lew  things,  I 
will  not  enlarge*  left  1  adde  another  Treatife.

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from  the  States. to  the  King,  I  eonceiue  to  be  more  fittingly  rcndred 

'JZ-icff'enger,  \  ' 

Firft,  thou  art  to  vnderftand,  gentle  Reader ,  that  the  King  of 
Spaiue  was  louingly  receiued  here  in  th*  f  7  Prouinces,  and  a  fb. 
lemne  oath  was  taken  on  both  parts  ;  the  King  for  his  part  fwore 
tomaintaine  all  their  Lawes  and  Priuiledges,  and  they  to  him  all 
due  homage  and  allgeence  :  Hee  prefently  demanded  of  them  a 
femme  of  money,,  whereupon  the  States  did  affemble ,  and  col¬ 
lected  for  him  40.  millions  of  Florines,  of  Brakants  money,  to 
be  paid  in  nine  yeares,and  paid  it  into  his  Exchequer ;  and  although 
it  was  more  then  they  had  paid  before  to  his  predeceffours,yet  vpon 
this  he  did  take  great  difplca'ure  againft  them  ;  and,  as  they  write, 
he  for  this  did  hate  them  to  death. 

But  he  pretended  this  to  be  the.  caufe  of  his  wroth  ,  becaufe  he 
(aw  that  there  were  feme  among  them  ,  that  did  defie  the  Pope  and 
all  his  Religion  :  but  that  could  not  be,  for  the  Citie  of  Aelft  was 
as  fuperfHtious  in  that  Religion  as  Rome  it  felfe  for  they  didper- 
feente  the  Reformed  Religion  euen  vnto  death  :  and  yet  for  all 
that  both  they,  and  1  70  faire  Villages  that  belonged  vnto  them, 
were  by  them  plundered  and  fpoy  led  of  alltheir  goods,  and' many 
of  them  wounded  and  tormented  for  to  contetle  where  their  mo 
ney  was,  and  many  were  killed.  Thus  much  bythe  way. 

My  fcope  and  chiefe  intent, is  to  ftiew  the  firft  and  iuft  caufe  of  die 
warres  in  the  T^ctherlands-,  wfoereby  the  diligent  Reader  (not  parti¬ 
ally  affcckd)  mayclearely  vnderftand,  that  the  N ether UnJ.ers  did 
not  rebellioufly  take  vp  Arrnes  againft  a  lawfull  Prince,  (as  feme  ig¬ 
norantly  thinke  and  fpeake)  but  iuflly  and  religioufly  defend  them- 
felues  againft  a  perfidious  Tyrant  who  fought  their. ruine,by  all  poC 
ilble  meanes  he  could  ,  and  the  iubuerfion  of  the.  whole  State.  A 
long  while  they  patiently  vnder-went  his  cruell  oppreffions,  and 
intollcrable  vexations ,  as  the  Hiftories  clearely  manifeft  ;  till 
there  was  no  hope,,  but  either  they  muft  become  flaues  in  foule 
and  body,  vvorfe  then  that  of  jfrael  in  Egypt,  they  and  theirs.for 
euer ,  or  elfo  be  butchered  by  mercilcfle  executioners  of  a  cruell 
Tyrant.  This  Tyrant  hauing  a  purpofe  to  innouate  all  things ,  to 
vhe  jitqutf  root  out  ancient  inhabitants ,  and  wfruftrate  all  the  Lawes, 

7 iZuTt-  Cuftomes  and  Priuiledges  which  himfelfe  had  fworne  to  main- 
f„e '  "  raine,  knew  not  how  better  to  effeft  his  euill  ends,  then  by  rai- 

'  ling  a  bloudy  Inquifition  tafet  ouer  them  for  their  gouernment ;

which  faid  Inquifition  (railed  in  Spine)  concluded  and  pronounced 
certaine  Articles,  the  tenth  of  February  1568,  which  were  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  King,  the  26.  following.  Nov/  becaufe  it  may  ap„ 
peare  l  doe  them  no  wrong  in  this  charge,  I  will  iaydowne  the  Ar¬ 
ticles  themlelues  verbatim. 

The  moft  facred  Office  of  Inquifition  lb  often  attempted  in  the 
Netherlands  by  his  Maieftie,  and  hindered  vntill  this  time,  lhall  be 
indicated  and  aduanced  in  this  manner,  which  is  moft  expedient, 

1  They  muft  petlvvade  the  Emperour,being  gone  aftray,ahd  wic, 
kedly  confederated  vv  ith  heretikes,  that  hee  refigne  his  Kingdomes 
vnto  his  Sonne ,  with  the  whole  adminiftration  of  the  Nether¬

is  But  aboue  al  we  muft  haue  an  efpecjall  care  that  in  thefc  mat¬ 
ters  of  fo  great  weight  and  moment,  weeproceed  not  violently, but 
by  meanes,  by  degrees,  and  that  difcrcetly,  to  the  end  the  Princes, 
Nobilitie,and  inferiourlubie&s  may  mutinieamongft  thetnlelues, 
lo  that  one  may  perfecute,  yea  execute  the  other  vntill  at  laft  the 
hangman  be  executed  himfelfe.  For  in  all  Chridendome  is  there  not 
a  Nation  more  foolilh  and  indifereet,  and  whole  levitie  andincon- 
ftancy  may  (boner  be  deceiucd  then  thele  Netherlanders  and  God 
punifheth  them  accordingly . 

There  were  other  Articles  found  in  President  Fergus  chamber 
at  tsimVocrpe,  and  there  Printed  ;  and  thofe  arc  more  cruell  then 
thele. 

By  thele  articles  and  vnlimited  power  of  thefc  lawleiic  Inquifi- 
tors,  no  man  had  any  affurance  of  life  or  goods  for  a  day,  but  were 
in  danger  continually  to  be  called  into  queftion,  either  for  the  law 
of  their  God,or  for  ibme  workof  mercie, which  either  religion,mo- 
rall  equitie,  or  the  bond  of  nature  called  for:  orelfe  if  they  had  co¬ 
lour  for  none  of  thele,  they  would  impofeluch  vnrealonable  taxa* 
dons,  which  if  the  Cormorants  had  not  their  gorges  crambed  full, 
they  would  make  prey  of  all,  wi  ther  by  right  or  wrong  it  mattered 
not.  But  my  purpofe  being  to  auoid  prolixitie,  and  to  pafie  by  ini- 
pertinencies  and  necdleffe  repetitions,  I  will  come  to  that  I  inten¬ 
ded.  In  the  yeare  1  5  <5  5 ,  a  match  was  concluded  for  the  Prince  of 
Parma,  and  the  nuptials  were  Iblemnizcd  at  "Brnxt /r,whither  all  the 
Nobilitieand  Gentry  of  the  Countrey  were  limited,  and  according¬ 
ly  t, here  met  of  them  about  foure  hundred, who  like  faithfull  tJW 0- 
fe j  being  grieued  to  fee  the  daily  opprellion  of  their  brethren  by  dtp 

hard  task- mailers  of  the  Inquifitionswhon©tonely  robbed  them  of 

their 


their  goods Jbut  alfo  by  inhumane  cruelt  ie,and  vnnaturali  butchery* 
depriued  them  of  their  liue$,who  daily  led  them  as  fheepe  vnto  the 
(laughter  t  The  confideration  hereof  they  ioyntly  layd  to  heart,  and 
hereupon  (being  metvpon  this  occafion)  they  refolue^toprefent  a 
petition  to  the  Princefle  of  Pqrnta,  which  they  did  the  fifth  of  April 
next  following.  The  Earle  of  Breedrod  deliuering  the  petition, 
humbly  requeued  a  favourable  anfwer,  Three  dayes  after  they  re- 
ceiuedthis  anfwer,  we.  they  {hould  fend  two  of  their  Noblemen  to 
the  king,  by  whom  (he  would  write  in  their  bchalfe.  T  he  Lord  of 
Barlay  mont  being  prdent,  after  their  departure  faid(/^r,  a  flattering 
Cannier)  they  were  a  company  of  Rafcals  and  Beggars.^ 

It  was  concluded  that  the  Marquefle  of  Bargen,  and  the  Lord  of 
Mountigny  fhouldgoe  into  Spaine,  who  humbly  prefented  their  fiat 
to  the  King, but  could  get  no  anfwer  ip  1 6  Moneths  after. 

The  26  of  Auguft<*»*w  1  5 66,  the  Princefle  of  P^m^fentforth^ 

Gentrie,  telling  them  fhehad  receiaed  letters  from  the  King,  con¬ 
taining  promife  that  ail  fhould  be  well,  and  that  the  Inquifmon 
(hould  ceafe.  And  for  the  Proclamations  they  fhould  not  be  of 
force,  but  his  Maieftie  would  take  fuch  order  as  they  and  the  State 
(hould  welllike  of.The  Princefle  alfb  gaue  them  toleration  tor  their 
Religion,  on  condition^  they  fhould  not  deface,  nor  breake  downe 
the  ornaments  of  the  Churches  :  for,  there  had  beene  before  this 
time  vilde  and  lewde  perfbns  that  frequented  the  meetings  of  the 
Reformed  ;  thefe  went  into  the  Papifts  Churches,  ftole  their  filuer 
and  what  was  worth  carrying  away, and  brake  down  their  Images  : 
but  the  Reformed  fufpe&ed  that  this  was  done  by  the  appointment 
©f  the  Princdle  ;  neitherwas  their  fufpition  without  good  ground, 
for  it  is  to  be  feene  in  the  Kings  letters,  -ri rt .  7 .that  fhe  had  order  to 
hire  this  raskali  company  to  doe  this  villany,  which  fad  was  im¬ 
puted  to  the  Proteftants,to  the  end  that  they  might  not  only  be  od.i-  £****f\  ^ 
ous  there,  but  alfb  feeme  guilty,  euen  in  the  iudgement  of  other  Na- 
tions  ;  howbeit  the  offenders  were  punifhed  with  imprisonment,^  th^ 
yea, with  death, euen  by  the  Reformed  themfelues, who  iointly  con-  5 <v>/ 

fef&dthe  action  vnlawrull,  and  were  fo  farre  from  hauing  occaiion  thmdt  *«c 
of  offence  in  this  nature,  thatPapiftBurgers  themfelues  offered 
good  fecuritie  that  no  fuch  thing  fhould  be  attempted  by  them. 

Who  then  can  make  any  doubt  that  they  were  free  from  giuing  any  the  reft,  ‘ 
hand  in  thofe  outrages  laid  to  them,  the  my  oppofites  in  Religion

some  Churches  themfelues  builded ,  but  were  by  Duke  <F<^4lva 

loone  caft  dovvne,who  credlcd  gallowfes  of  them,  and  hanged  them 

The  Priricefle  of  firm*  alio  began  to  entertaine  fouldiers  wi-h 
pretencetoapprehend  the  Church-robbers,  but  intended  indeed  to 
take  away  the  ancient  Liberties  and  Priuiledges  of  the  ‘Net  her lan, 
derf>  wherefore  lending  cerraine companies  to  Falencyv,  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  denied  them  entertainment,  who  lor  that  were  proclaimed  Re- 
beis  the  1 4  of  December ,  fborie  after  they  were  befieged.  lacked 

and  many  of  them  put  to  death.  * 

.  ,  But  before  theyof  Vdltncyn  denied  entertainment  to  the  fottidi-  * 
Met  pretended  ers,  the  Nobility  had  receiued  letters  out  of  S paine ,  fr0m  the  Mar- 

d7hu^eqiK&n(,  fliewinS>  that  the  King  was  exceedingly  incenftd 

yeas  to ^et  againlt the FdetberUxders,  tnathehadin  thcprelenceofmany  vow- 
theh  Lads  ed  to  be  fully  reuenged  of  them ,  though  it  were  with  the  hazard 
end  tot 4s,  of  all  his  Countries  $  that  hee  would  make  them  an  example  to  all 
the  world ,  and  would  inuite  the  Pope  and  Emperour  to  alfift  him 
m  this  quarrell.  Vpon  the  receit  of  the  letters  the  Nobility  alfem- 
bled  at  Dortmond  t©  confulc  what  were  belt  to  be  done,  but  conclu¬ 
ded  not  any  thing,  fome  judging  it  fafeft  to  ioyne ,  andmake  head 
to  refill  his  tyrannicall  furie ,  other  leeking  rather  to  efcape  by 
flight. 

Now  was  the  Inquifition  againe  brought  in  contrary  to  the 
Lawes  and  Liberties  of  the  Country ,  which  the  King  was  fworne 
to  raaintaine  ,  for  execution  whereof  there  were  appointed  1 2 . 
Inquifitors,  commaunding  them  to  receiuethe  Councell  of  Trent 
thelewere  called,  Thcbloady  (‘ouncell ,  and  lo  they  were  indeede 
which  R<me\Nt  11  knew* ,  refilling  it ,  *nno  1  $$9.  when  as  they  tell 
vpon  the  Inquifitors  houfe,  let  it  on  fire,  wounded  the  chiefe  of 
them,  brake  open  the  prilon,  and  let  at  liberty  the  captiues ,  and 
would  haue  burned  a  Cloyller  that  belonged  vnto  them, had  they  not 
beene  by  faire  meanes  diffwadtd  by  two  Lords  in  the  Citie  ,  'vtz, 
tJMarc 'tAMonte  Coburns,  IhIio  Ctefar,

Likewifo  V mice  y  Naples  and  iSMittainty  though  they  bePapifls, 

WO&ld  not  fuffer  it;  the  Marchants  of  Lisbon  who  are  as  fuperftiti- 
ous  in  the  Romiih  Religion  as  any  in  the  world ,  yet  they  did  offer 
the  King  two  millions  and  a  halfe  ,  that  they  might  not  haue  it  .in* 
their  parts.  ^ 

Yctthecruelty  ofthisfnquifitiondidhere  encreafe  ,  andmany 
fouldiers  came  into  the  Countrey  ,  that  feme  of  the  Countrey  for- 
fookc  their  houfes,  and  refbrted  towards  Freezland,  and  feme  did 
ftay  at  home ,  and  went  to  meete  Duke  csilv*  >  and  welcomed 
him  into  the  Countrey ,and  fhewed  him  all  the  kindnefie  they  could, 
but  hee  very  fhortly  tookeoffmoft  of  their  heads,  fothat  hee  did  fo  M  *b*6rtk 
tarrifie  the  inhabitants ,  that  there  fled  out  of  the  Countries  more 
then  an  hundred  thoufand  houfholders.befides  many  that  were  taken  t^QYn 
in  flying,  were  taken  and  hanged,  and  all  thefe  had  their  goods  con-  ny  cf  the 
fifoated  to  the  King.  Gentry  * 

The  Prince  of  Orange  ,  and  the  Earle  of  Bredrod ,  and  fine 
*  Earles  5  eight  Lords,  and  fifty  Gentlemen  ,  and  they  had  fbmefiaec*6  f 
thoufand  or  Souldiers  being  in  Freefland  ,  but  were  mod  ouer- 
throwne  by  tlx:  Duke  of  his  forces  ;  fo  that  they  were 

driuen  to  E.nbden  iand  ,  and  there  prepared  themfelues  to  the 
fea. 

Now  the  Duke  of  lAlua  didcommaund  all  the  inhabitants  to^ 
pay  the  hundreth  peny  of  all  their  goods  ,  and  of  all  that  was 
bought  and  fold;  the  which  fomeofthe  States  did  yeeld  vnto  :  And* 
then hee commaunded  them  to  pay  the  twentith  peny-:-  and  then  * 
bee  commaunded  the '  tenth  peny  of  all  things  that  were  bought 
and  fold  ,  fo  often  as  they  fiiould  be  fold.  Some  of  the  States  did 
make  their  humble  petition  to  the  Duke  ,  and  to  the  Princes, 
fhewing  them  that  it  would  driue  all  trading  out  of  the  land.  The 
Duke  of  <±Alua  told  them  that  hee  would  haue  it,  though  it  did 
ruinate  all  the  land  ;  but  if  hee  £aw  them  to  doe  their  bed  to 
pay  it  ,  hee  would  dcale  fauoarably  with  them.  But  hee  (aid 
that:  it  was  againft  the  Kings  honour  if  they  fhould  not  pay  it,  j0e™LbJs  W 
feeing  it  was  his  pleafare  to  require  it.  And  now  did  the  In-  thy  were 
quifition  imprifon  and  execute  many  of  the  richer  fort  as  well  forced  t>fre« 
Papifts  .as  of  the  reformed  Church  •:  and  if  they  were  rich  *** **&•**»&- 
there  was  no  eftaping  for  them.  And  wbofoeuer  was  found  ^ 
to  haue  any  hand,  in  way  of  fuit  and  petition  to  haue  the  tenth'*  0 

peny 


peny  to  be  remitted,  they  were  adiudged  to  haue  committed  high 
treafon  againft  God  and  the  King  5  and  all  thefe  muft  forfeit  life  and 
goods  to  the  king,  and  not  any  of  their  children  to  enioy  one  pen? 
worth  of  the  lame  :  but  (poore  Orphanes)  they  mull  begge  there 
bread.  And  iome  that  had  beene  buried  certaine  months,  they  caur  - 
fed  them  to  be  digged  vp,  and  hanged  on  the  gallowes,  and  feme 
to  be  burned,  fcecaufe  they  had  not  thelacrament,  and  confefTed  be¬ 
fore  their  death  ;  but  it  wasbecaulehe  would  confilcate  their  "oods 
to  the  king:  yea  when  thefe  infatiablegold-thirfty  and  bloud-thirft  y 
wretches  wanted  colour  to  couer  their  iniullice  and  cruelty, they  had 
their  officious  imps  (falfe-witnefies/)  fuborned  by  fefabel,  to  get  Na. 
hoths  vineyard  ;  witnefle  Marti*  Hutton ,  who  was  on<Tof  the 
Inquifitors  Clarkes,  and  (being  committed  to  Prilon )'  did  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  hee  had  made  many  falle  teftimonies  againft 
liindry  rich  perfons,  feme  whereof  were  of  the  reformed 
Church.  Here  might  fitly  be  brought  in  the  hundred  Marchants  of  . 
(jranetdo,  who  were  of  the  Romane  Religion,and  were  neuer  other- 
what  pretence  had  hce  to  cade  them  to  bee  murthered  all  in  one 
night,  and  then  prelently  to  command  all  their  goods  to  be  brought 
to  his  trealurie  of  Exchequer, whole  eftate  was  worth  more  then  2  8 
hundred  thouland  pounds  fterling  ?  Now  as  this  tyrant  was 
a  deuourer  and  deilroyer  of  the  liues  of  men ,  lo  did  hee  pre- 
lume  to  vliirpe  further,  not  only  vponciuill  ordinances,  but  vpon 
the  things  of  God  ;  4b  that  thole  that  were  married  in  the  reformed 
Church,  he  forced  to  be  married  againe :  and  if  they  were  rich,  hee 
tooke  them  from  their  husbands,  and  gaue  them  to  his  IbuJdiers  to 
make  prize  of  them.  Thofethat  were  baptized  in  the  reformed 
Church, he  compelled  to  be  baptized  againe, contrary  to  Gods  word, 
and  to  the  decree  of  the  ancient  counlels,lb  that  intolerable  were  the 
burthens  this  cruell  Tharoh  iayd,  loexcelliue  was  hiso  uelrv,  that 
he  filled  all  places  with  blood,  blond  tombing  bloud ,  as  the  Pro¬ 
phet  lpeakcs.  For  in  linall  townes  hee  executed  5  0,  and  in  great 
townes  2  00, and  3  00  or  400.  And  in  places  as  men  trauclled  from 
one  towne  to  another ,  they  might  fee  many  that  his  iouldiers  had 
hung  up  in  trees  to  death ,  and  fome  were  worth  80  thouland  gul¬ 
dens,  and  lomelefle :  yca,this  tyrant  did  confilcate  fo  much  lands  and  * 
goods,  as  by  his  account  lent  into  Spain  ,  did  amount  yearly  to  8  tun 
of  mony  fterling,  befides  the  many  thou  lands  that  he  &  hislbuldiers 

-  had. 
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All  the  money  that  he  did  exaft  out  of  this  land  in  6.  year es ,  did  a- 
mount  to  more  then  5  ©.  millions  of  gold.  And  if  any  were  knowne 
t©  haue  any  thing  that  did  belong  to  any  that  were  put  to  death,  and 
had  not  brought  it  to  the  know  ledge  of  the  Inquifition,  they  did 
loofe  both  life  and  goods:  yea  *thcl  6.  of  February  1  5<S6.heegaue 
fentence  in  his  Court  at  MadriU,  that  they  were  all  tray  tors  againft 
God  and  himfelfe.  At  V trecht  he  beheaded  a  widow  that  was  8  4. 
yearesold  ,  becaufe  Ihee  had  before  lodged  a  Preacher  one  night, 
whofe  liuing  was  worth  fourc  thoufand  guldens  yearely.  And  at 
Maftricht  a  father  for  lodging  his  fon  that  he  had  not  feene  in  a  long 
time, that  was  fled  for  religion,  was  put  to  death.  And  at  that  place 
there  was  one  put  to  death  for  giuing  a  widow  a  peck  of  corn  for  an 
almes  whole  husband  thisbloudy  Court  had  put  to  death.  And  ma¬ 
ny  women  were  put  to  death,  becaufe  they  receiued  their  husbands 
in  the  night  that  were  fled  for  religion ;  yea,  they  haue  killed  women 
great  with  child,  and  ripped  vp  their  bellies,  and  taken  out  the  child : 
and  killed  it :  and  feme  they  haue  fleyed  aliue,and  couered  drummes 
heads  with  their  skies,  and  feme  they  haue  tyed  to  a  poftj  and  made, 
a  fmall  fire  round  about  them,  and  lo  rolled  them  to  death. 

At  Naerden  they  receiued  the  Spaniards  friendly  into  the  towne,  7 
who  promifed  them  both  their  liues  and  goods;  and  as  loone  as  they  t'tj  they  d> J 
came  in ,  they  commanded  them  to  come  to  the  State-houfe  without 4t  ||| 

their  Armes,  the  which  they  did,  and  the  Spaniards  gaue  fire  vpon  :■ 

thcm,and  murthered  them  alhand  then  they  ran  about  in  the  towne, 
and  rauiihed  the  women,  and  after  killed  them  and  fired  the  towne. . 

The  vonq  children  that  lay  in  the  cradle,  they  quartered  them,  and 
tooke  them  vpon  their  pikes, and  fo  went  vp  and  downe  the  towne, 

reioycing  in  their  cruelty. 

Such  fiuaoc  cruelty  is  fearcely  to  be  found  in  any  Hiltory ,  w  nat 
Chri  Ilian  heart  can  heare  it,  and  not  be  affeiled  with  deepe  forrow, 
yet  behold  feme  monfters  herein  haue  been  found, that  haue  beeneio  >  - 
farre  from  humanity  herein ,  (tor  hce  that  hath  humanity  in  him 
will  commiferate  others  calamities)  that  they  haue  applauded  it, 
as  if  he  had  in  all  thefe  outrages  done  God  good  feruice.  Among!* 
the  reft,  I  fhall  content  my  felfeat  prefent,  but  to  name  the  holy  fa¬ 
ther  the  Pope ,  and  one  of  his  chiete  fonnes  in  this  bufmefle.  The 
Pope  fends  his  Legate  to  commend  thefe  fo  rare  exployts  ,  and 
cals  this  cruell  Duke  jiln#  his  bcloued  Ibnnc ,  fends  him 
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iWord  ,  the  hjlrt  whereof  wicffi  of  Gold ,  Sind  a  Iiat  ,wtoi]ghc 
With  gold,  and  be- fi*  wish,  rich  arfo.coftlyftones,  thankipghjim  four 
his  good  ieruice  in  maintaining  the  Romith  Religion,  and  ftibucr- 
tingofheretikes.  Howbeit  that  his  chiefe  Ion  1  mentioned  (excee¬ 
ding  this  man  of  fin,  in  the  fuf  of  cruelty  ,  as  it  he  would  verifie 
himielle  to  be  ten-fold  more  the  child  ot  Satan,  then  in’s  lather  the 
Pope)  thinkes  not  fo  well  of  it,  his  napreis  Vtrgtts,  the  Prefident 
of  this  bloudy  Inqirifttiohi'i  for  going  Puortly  after  mi&.Spaf/ieJhs 
told  the  King,  thatheand  Duke  d  «y4lna,  did  marre  all  in  the  iVe- 
r  by  (hewing  fo  much  mercy  to  thofe  people- 


lamentable  experience,’ -whereby  may  eafily  appearc'ot  wi 
his excefnue  mercies  are,  euen  fuch  as  the  W i Ionian  fpeakes  of  Pro. 
i- a. i  o  the  tender-mercies  of  the  Wicked  are  cruell.  In  which  he  prids 
jhrfe words  himfelfe  ,•  boafting  he  had  flaughteced  eighteen  thoufind  and  fixe 
he  .if-tkf  « ‘‘t-harfdredyin  form  of  iuftice,  in  fix  yeares  times,  and  ten.  times  io'ma- 
uEui&ffi  he’  and  his.  Souldiers  marthered  otherwaies.  And  many  more 
T<tk!e,ret»y-  would  he  doubtleffehaue  murthered,  had  not  the  Lord  refttayned 
tin*  he  h Pi  and  limited  him,- for  his  defire  herein  was  as  hell,  that  cannot  be  fa- 
done  the  tisfied  :  Witnelfe  the  purpofe  of  his  proceeding  againft  the  >lagi» 
ftr5tes  o£  BrMxels.b&cmfc  they  did  not  collet  the  tenth  peny  fc  as 
iemcc'  he  defired.  Hefwarethat  he  would  hauejt,  and  befofehe  would  let 
it  fall  orremitit,  the  Sonne  and  Moonefliould  leaue  their  ftiinihgs 
fo  he  went  to  Brulfels,  and  commanded  the  executioner  to  prepare 
ladders  and  ropes  to  hang  vp  that  night  in  their  doores  70  of  the  ci- 
'Mm  1 ;  7  3  tizens,  and  gaue  them  his  warrant  in  writing  vvhat.they  fhou.d  be  5 
.jfrtl.u  Bat  God  in  hisprouidence  preuented  this  his  cruell  purppie,  in  that

5  uwns%t  the  tyrant  did  not  goe  forward  with  his  bloudy  enterprises.  ■  ..

fune  My  [iaj_je  obferued  concerning  the  intolerable  opprcttion,and  worjethen 
mmefcMed  ftliage-  cruelty  oftfie  Spaniards,,  cxercifcd  vpomche people,  which 
pILtZZ'ex* they^i-idure'dand  laboured  vndef the  (pace  of  fixteene yeares ;  j  wil 
cepi  they  had  now  leaae  thefe  cruel!  tyrantsto  the  Lord  for  judgement, andadcfrels 
fari&edtheir  my  folfe  to  ipeak  lomcwhat  i archer  concerninguliis  Lai  ic  or  yiark, 
Cw>in*indet3  who  had  thofe  Gentlemen  with  him  that;  fled.  Before  this  hee  had

his  Embafladour  to  our.  Queen  (who  was  then  in  peace  with  him) 
to  deiire  her  that  flic  would  not  fuffer  his  lubie6ts  to  haue  their 
harbour  in  her  land,  and  that  fhe  would  not  giuethem  or  fuffer  them 
to  haue  any  reliefe  whereby  they  fhould  make  head  againft  him :  and 
hereupon  the  Queene  fent  and  commanded  them  out  of  her  har¬ 
bour  ;  and  fhe  commanded  thit  they  fhould  not  be  fu  fie  red  to  haue 
any  prouifion  in  her  coafts,  fo  that  now  they  had  no  other  meanes 
but  onely  God,  who  did  in  his  mercie  prouide  for  them  better  then 
they  canceled  Forthey  were  purpofed  to  haue  gone  for  the  'I  allel, 
and  to  haue  taken  fome  townc  about  that  part'-,  but  when  they  came 

ncere  that  part,they  had  the  wind  contrary  that  they  could  not  come 

thereto  they  Went  forthe  Malle,  andcamewith  their  fhips  before 
the  Brill,  and  there  they  went  prefently  andtookc  it  ;  yet  the  Duke 
of  qu^/^had  kis  forces  in  the  tovvue,  necrefo  many  as  they  were, 
whom  they  prefently  killed  and  chafed  out  of  the  townc,  and  out  of 
the  Iland.  The  Prince  of  Orange  being  in  France,and  hearing  what  ■  :  - 

hadhappened,  he  fent  them  fouldicrs  with  as  much  fpeedeascouid 
be  outof  France.  And  within  one  moncth  after  Duke  Aha  lent  cer* 
taine  companies  to  V  lifhing  to  keeps  that  place  ftrong  for  himfelfe, 
and  many  of  the  Commanders  were  come  into  the  townc  :  bo  the 
Magiftrates  commanded  the  citizens  to  come  prefently  vpon  the 
Statehoufe,  lb  they  told  them  they  mufl  lodge  the  Spaniards  in  then* 
houf  es,  and  they  knowing  how  they  had  vied  the  Citizens  in  all  pla¬ 
ces  where  they  came,  they  told  the  magiffrates  they  wouldnot  haue 
the  Spaniards  in  their  towne.

where  the  Spaniards  were, and  they  made  away.  Andot  thole  that

Aful  Ibortly  the  Prince  of  Orange  came  with  forces  and  defended 
them ;  and  fome  other  townes,  feeing  the  crueltie  of  the  Spaniards.  ^  tke  i 
forfooke  the  Spaniard,and  ioyned  with  them,  and  took  the  Pnnceot  payment  of 
Orange  to  be  their Troteft or,  yet  the  States  notwithflanding  die.  the  imth 

-remaine  in  obedience  to  the  King  fome  feuen  yeares  after,  ;  "J- 
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Againe,  it  is  further  worthy  to  be  noted,that  thefe  Prouinces  did 
three  times  fend  to  the  King  their  Noblemen,  but  could  obtaineno 

mercy  ,  and  many  more  times  they  went  to  the  Prince  fle  ofTarma, 
and  made  their  humble  petition  for  redreffe  of  their  oppreffion,  but 
t  ould  not  obtaine  any  fauour,  then  they  made  friends  to  the  renow¬ 
ned  Queene  of  England,  and  to  the  Princes  of  Germany ,  and  to  the 
Emperour ,  who  did  earneftly  entreat  by  their  Embafladours  for 
therp .  The  King  of  Spume  anfwered  their  Embafladours  with  thefe 
Words ;  he  bad  them  tell  their  Mailers,  T hat  they  feu  Id  meddle  with 
their  envne fnbietts  ,and  net  with  his ,  far  he  knew  Well  enough  how  to  rule 
ktsfubicEls  without  their  emm fell.  Now  when  ourQueenes  Maieilie 
found  his  v-nreafonableneffe  and  cruelty,  then  and  not  before,  flieaf.

His  owne  ibnne  Prince  Charles  did  intreat  for  them,that  it  would

If  the  Lord  would  not  haue  forgot  what  Ama- 
h'k  did  long  after,  for  fmiting  the  weakeft  &  hindmoil  ofhis  people 
how  may  we  in  equity  forget  the  infinite  murtners,  and  fpoiles,  this 
cruell  Tyrant  hath  executed  where- euer  hee  hath  preuailed  ?  And 
who  can  forget  in  fpeciall  that  bloudy  attempt  againft  our  felues,  in 
theyeare  1 5:88.

Leyden  were  in  great  extrem  ity  .by  reafon  ofa  long  fiege,  the  Spam, 
ards  proffering  conditions  of  peace,  if  lb  be  they  would )  eeld  vp  the 
Citieand  themfelues  to  them, they  returned  anfwer ;  Tfot  While  they

At  Antwerp* >  the  Spaniards  by  the  appointment  of  their  Gouer- 
nour  did  come  into  the  Citie  in  battell  order,  and  marched  vp  and 
down  their  ftrects,  and  fhot  into  their  houfes ,  and  made  a  tumultu* 
ous  noife,  as  if  they  had  beene  fo  many  deuils,  for  one  day  and  two  They  did  this 
nights,  and  tooke  the  kcyes  from  the  Magiftrates,  and  let  watch  at  asxvel  to  the 
the  Ports ;  whereby  they  put  the  Citizens  in  fo  great  feare,that  many  spiritualty, 
women  with  childe  fell  in  trauell,  and  fome  dyed  with  feare  :  and 
they  went  by  i  2  or  z  o,  into  thebeft  houfes,  and  commanded  th ^mj0Yt €iiC(ytu\t 
to  prepare  them  the  beft  cheere,  as  boy  led  and  roft,  and  other  dainty 
difhes,  as  they  lift  to  call  for  \  and  befides  bcere,  they  would  haue  at 
leaft  two  forts  of  wine.  And  all  the  chiefeft  Citizens  houfes  had  at  ^tym  t°^ 
leaft  tenne  of  thefe  guefts.  And  they  all  cryed  out  tor  money, and  {aid  parts  in  mo* 
that  they  would  ha\ie  1  $  moneths  pay  ,before  they  went  out  of  the  my, and  the 
Citie,  of  them  ;  and  the  Ma^’ftrates  told  them  that  they  would 
procure  them  in  cloth,  andvnpparcll ,  and  money  the  fumme  ;  but  f^4nPr^ 
they  all  cryed  out  for  mony,  and  that  mony  they  would  haue  before 
they  went  away ;  fo  at  the  laft,  the  Magiftrates  got  the  mony, which 
did  amount  to  400  thouland  Guldens.  And  the  charge  they  were  at,  ^  ^ 
which  thefo  companions  did  coft  the  Citizens ,  was  600  pound  ^f4fl)0rt 
Iterling  the  day,  and  thus  they  were  oppreiTcd  with  them  2  8  daies,  relation  of 
in  which  time  they  had  made  them  all  rich  fuites,  fome  of  fattin  and  ( omeef  tbe 
veluet,  and  fome  of  cloth  of  gold  :  and  one  ot  them  had  a  cufhi- 
on  of  veluet,  with  thefe  words  in  letters  of  gold.  I  am  the  ‘Dutch-  tlju£nie  yct 
maw  s*B  ride -Well  Afafter.

/line  rich  ftreets  on  fire,  and  burnt  them  witn  many  i  ich  at id  coltly  s'L,er  ClVChj, 
goods,  and  rifled  the  Citizens  of  all  their  rich  and  coftly  iewels, 
and  fiiuet-workes,  with  their  money,  and  three  dayes  did  they  toi- 
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r’>  it  thf  4,t  mcnt  rfie  inhabitants  for  money :  -and  in  this  time  there  was  murde..
